All which, a true 
C hymilt muſt remember, and without 
w hich he cannot be, nor be called a true 
Covmit : Briefly therefore and ſeveral- 
Iy thefe Heaus ſhall be treated of, thar a 
particular and the univerſal entire Work 
may thereby be brought ro light, and ap- 
pear pertcet, 

I. Fictt therefore, The Name of Cod 
ought to be called on relt121oully, with 
a Pure heart, a ſound conſcience, without 
ambirion, bypocrifie, and other abuſes, 
ſuch as are Diſdain, Pride, Arrogance, 
worldly Boafling, oppreſſion of our 
Neighbors, and orher Tyranmes and En= 
ormuties of rhat kinde ; all which,oughr 
ro be torally eradicated out of the hearr, 
that,when it would prevail at the Throne 
of Mercy ſor the health of its Body, it 
may be found a pure and well prepared 
Temple (rhe Chaft being ſeparared from 
the uncommix'd and undefiled Corn) For 
verily, verily, verily, God will nor be 


. mocked,as Sophiſters, and the Wiſelings 
of this Age imagine ;z nor will he be ſu- 


ed unto as a Creator, without a true fear, 
a due obedience,and moſt humble ſuppli- 
cation: For ſeeing man hath nothing,

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But what his meſt bounteous Creator be- 


{tovs upon him, he having given him a 
Poly,Life,an operating Sp1rit,and a molt 
role Soul,and freely vouchſafed his own 
holy Word for the ſupport and nourtth- 


ment of rhe Soul to eternal Life; and, 


hiving for Bodily neceſſaries provided 


him Food and Ratment, and ſuch orher . 


rhinzs 2s none can poſtibly want. Ir 1s 
juſt, that above all orher things, his firlt 
Father (who hath cre1red the Heaven and 
the Earth, things vitble and invitble, 
che Firmament, the Elements, Vegeta- 
ble things, and all Creatures) be with 
mo!:tinwward humble Prayers fought un- 
ro for the obtrining of them. Moſt 
Certaine It 18, that a wicked man ſhall 
never be acquainred with true medicine, 


and much lefle raſte the rruly immura- - 


ble, ana crue celeftiall bread of Ererni- 
ty. Primarily, and cheifly therefore, 
foilov rhis Doctrine, Placing all thy 
hove and confidence in God, humbly im- 
plore h1s blefling, that thy fearch may 
begin 1n rhe fear of the Lord, and ſo ſhalr 
thou ovrain defired Wiſdom ; for the fear 
of the Lord is the beginning of Wiſdom : 
Whonſoever then hath reſolved in himſelf 
#2 {<2x the top of Terreltcials (that is, 
the

the knowleege of the Good, lodging in 
all Creatures, (which the molt high hath 
beſtowed upon man) lying do:mant or 
covered in Stones, Herbs, Roots, Seeds, 
living Creatures, Plints, Minerals, Me- 
rals, and the like) let him caſt behinde 
him all worldly cares, and their appurte- 
nances, and expe& releaſe with his whole 
beat, by humble Prayers, and his hope 
ſhall nor fail,bur he ſhall become worthy 
of the laſt Redemption - Cf this ler 
none doubt or deſpair, for he alone re- 
deemeth 1ſrael from all their enemies, 
and will truly and faithfully perform the 
ſante ro ſuch as truly and bumbly call up- 
on his name : So that the firlt Admonitt- 
on cannot be more rightly and better pra- 
&ticed, then by Prayers, ſeeing 1t 1s -n 
invoking of God ; bur beware you do it 
not from an Hypocritical and Deceitful 
hearr, bur cordially, afrer the rule of 
the Capernaites ; With firmneſs of Faith 
and Hope, as the Woman of Canaan, 
chereby procuring ker Daughters health ; 
and with a Chrifttan Charity, as the 54- 
maritan poured in Wine and Oyl into the 
wounds of the poor man near Fericho,and, 
on his own coſt, took the care of him : 
Whoſoever uſeth this invocation, and in- 
B 3 rends 
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tends with a Chriſtian charity the benefit 
of his Neighbor thereby, without doubr, 
ſhal obtain whart he ſo earneſtly ſeeks for, 
wiz. Bis will'd for end, and propoſed 
hope of health and richneſs. 

2, Next to Prayer,follows a Contem- 
plation of all things (rhat is) befote all 
other things, chiefly contider their Cir- 
cumſtances, Matter, Form, Original 
Virtues, Influence, ConjunRion, the ſe- 
cret force of the Stars, the Elementary 
compoſure, the Generation and Forming 
(our of the three Principles) tne things 
that are; Then alſo rhar every thing 1s 
reducible, and may be brovghr back into 
its firſt Matter and firſt tflentiality , 
which, mention 1s made of in my Wrl- 
ting ; thar of the firſt Matter, the laſt ; 
and out of the laſt, the firſt may be made, 
This confideration (next to ſecking of 
God) 1s chief, Celeſtial, and Spiritually 
ro be underitood. The underftanding of 
the Condition and Quality of every 
thing, is found out by the ſpiricual 
rhoughts of man, from an out-flowing 
ſpeculation ; and this ſpeculating 1s two- 
fold, Poflible, and Impoſſible. 

I. The Impoſſible conffis in ſuperfſu- 
ous Cogttations of things Without or 
beyond

beyond Natures limits, wherein no form 
of Efſentiality is manifeſt ; as if a man 
attempted to ſearch our the Erermity of 
God, which cannot be done : Bur ir is 
an abſolute, crazy, wicked fin againlt the 
Holy Spirit, to ſer upon the inquiry of 
his immeaſureable, infinte, and eternal 
Deity, and to examine the unfachomable 
Myſteries of his Counſel and Wiſ- 
dome, 

2. Now the Poſſible Conſideration ad- 
mts the Theory of examining the nature 
of things viſible, manifeſt, and having a 
created Form or Eſſence, how by help of 
ſeparation each Body may be underſtood, 
thar they may become profitable , rhe 


. good may bz ſegregated from the bad,and 


the Medicine from -the lurking Poy- 
ſon, nan Anatomical manner, by ſepa- 
ration and reQification , that the pure 
may be divided from rhe impure, without 
deceit ; which ſeparation may be accom- 
pliſhed ſundry ways, (ſome whereof are 
known to the vulgar, others nor ſo com- 
mon)as are Calcination,Sublimation,Re- 
verberation, Circulation, Purrefaion, 
Digeſtion, Cohobation,Deſtillation, Fixa. 
tion, and other ways ; all which degrees 


are in their order found our, learned,pra- 
Qiſed,

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Riced, and manifeſted by labor 3 and by 
which appears What 1s fix, whar volatile, 
white, black, or red, and the like, help- 
ing the Artificer to diſcern and walk 
rightly in his Art with mature conſidera- 
tion ; for conſideration may trutt roo, or 
lean on a falſe foundation, and erre,if the 
Kingly path be nor attained roo: Bur con- 
trarily, Nature knows not how to erre,if 
rightly governed by a fairhful fteward, to 
whoſe care ſthe 1s commurrted : If rhou 
(rherefore) erre, becauſe thou haſt not 
looſned Nature, and freed her from the 
Body whereto ſhe's Captive ; learn che 
Tneory berter, & more accutately attend 
thy work, that thou may'it be acquainted 
with the true fundamental knowledge of 
ſepararing all things ; and this 1s a chief, 
and the moſt principal thing. So then,the 
ſecond Bafis of Phyloſophy 1s the ſpecula- 
ting of all chings and Eflences , and 1s 
called the conſideration of nature, for its 
written Firſt ſeek the kingdoms of God and 
his righteouſyes &c. viz. by calling on his 
name, and the other things ſhall be added 
mherennto,viz, the underſtanding of things 
remporall, and enjoyment of neceſlaries 
for food and health, | 
3. Having 


CEE 

Having circumſpe&tly accomplifhed 
the confideration Of all things. ( which 
in the precedent we called the Theory ) 
followes in order a due preparation , 
which is compleared by manuall Opera- 
rion, that ſome thing borh profitable 
and a&ive may be nhtained , by meanes 
of which preparation 1s purchaſed rhe 
Knowledge of medicinall virtues : Nov 
manuall operations muſt 11th diligence 
and paines be carefully proſecured ; ex- 
perienced Knoivledge 1s praiſe worthy. 
Pur Anaromy doth judge and demon- 
ſtrare the diflerence borh of the good 
and the bad and their virtues, Handy 
Labour gives evidence rhat all things 
may be orought to rhe light , and bee 
made viſible: The theorical knowledge 
of the virtues of any ſubje& 1s a good 
fore-runner of practiſe, and proves a 
truly ſolid foundation, whereby one ryay 
become atru practioner,& 13 nothing elſe 
than a confirmation of the good that 1s 
diſcovered by manual labour , whereby 
the ſecrets of Nature may be educed for 
profitable ends. For as in the reaſonable. 
ſoul the way 1s to bee prepared by-the 
Lord, ſohere an harmomous and legirt- 
mate parh 1s to be cur out,that a progreſs 
may

may be made for bodily health withouc 
doubrfulneſs and errour. 

And this is Preparatioa, 

4. The Preparation or Separation of the 
hurrful & proticable,being (by Reſolution ) 
accompliſhed, We come to the #ſe or Ad- 
miniſtration thereof : and here beware leſt 
thou either encreaſe or diminiſh rhe rrue 
Wetght, which inthe operation thou muſt 
obſerve | viz. | Whether or no thy reme- 
dy bee weak or firong , which a Phykitian 
ought afore hand to know , as whether it 
bee injurious and hurtful, or beneficial, 
left by the detriment and death of his 
neighbour, he expoſeth his own ſoul to 
hazard, 

5. After that the Operation beginnes 
ro bee dilared and diffuſed through 
the Parts of the body , ſearching for 
the diſeaſe for which it was adminitired , 
The Profitableneſſe or Benefit comes un- 
der conſideration, by which, as the main 
End, 1s diſcernable , what Good the 0- 
peration hath induced ; for it may hap- 

n that a Medicine may hurt , 
and not help the diſeaſed , which may 
be cantrary to, or improper for the diſea- 

ſed ; and fo is rather a Poyſon, than a 

Medicine for reſtoring healch, Lec every 

one

one on this accompt warily heed and 
aim at the publique good , rhar he may 
obſerve,and them ſo obſerved commir ro 
writing 3 let them mor periſh by oblivion, 
bur be manifeſted for the uſe of orhers, 

Moreover in the V/ſe, as alſoin the 
Berfit of Medicine, it 1s obſervable,whe- 
theror no 2 aiſeaſe be a ſolution of conti- 
nuiry, or hach onely an internal ſear ; for 
the Exreriour differ from the Intertour , 
and fo are their Remedies various. Diſ- 
eaſes therefore are to be diflinguithed, 
wherher or no they are curable by 
outward Remedies, or to be expelled by 
in vard Medicines: On which account 
when the centre of a diſexſe lodgeth in- 
wardly, and 1s to be throughly found our, 
rhere ought to be adrutred ſuch conve- 
nient remedies as may ſearch unto, ſud- 
denly ſer upon , and divide 1t with the 
reſtauration of firength : otherwiſe the 
Phyktian labours in vain, 1f the centre 
be not reached unto. 

Every Phyſitian ought to know , that 
no Exrernall diſeaſe , traving his originall 
and refidence within, can be deltroyeg by 
ourward medicines ; bur death anMe- 
{truton would enſue thereupon. For ex- 
ample, 1f a man ſhould endeavour to - 
pell

pell the out-breaking flowers of a tree , 
back into their centre, he would nor on- 
ly thereby deſtroy the fruit of the lower, 
bur the juice being forced back to the 
centre ( again(t the Law of Nature) from 
whence it had its afflux to rhe tree, would 
not onely be unprofitable by this violent 
Reunirion, bur allo totally ſuffocate ir ; 
becauſe the moiſt nutriment of the earth 
which 1t defires, could not have admit- 
rance.Great therfore is the difference be- 
riveen new wounds made withIron,& old 
Weers begorten from an inward diftem- 
per. Neiv Wounds are curable by out- 
ward remedies , old Ulccrs are not ſo : 
Bur beſides the Application of Oint- 
ments,Oyls,Balſoms, & Cataplaſms,they 
require an inward cure, that the Fountain 
may be deſtroyed , and the rhence-flo +- 
ing River may be dryed up, by which 
( obſerving a right dier) the diſeaſe ſhall 
be eafily helped, *Tis no Art or Skill to 
cure a green wound , which even the 
Countryman with a peece of ſalted Hogs 
far eaſily doth: *T1s a peece of Arr to 
remove the ſymptomes that happen to 
wands, and todry up the original of dif- 
eaſes. 

All ye Phyſitians throughout rhe unt- 
verſe, 
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(13) 
verſe, all ye Doors whoprauie Phy- 
fick, ye Matters, and learned in Medicine 
of boch ſorts, External and Internal,cone 
hither, and examine your honourable Ti- 
tle, and conſider in your conſciences , 
whether you received it from God o: 
not , or proudly ufurp it in formality or 
not : Verily there 1s as vaſt a difference 
berween an ourvard, and inward curing, 
as is berwixt the Heaven and - the 
Earth, 

If you hive received your Title from 
God, he will help, blefle , and proſper 
you, Burt if you faign tr , or aſtume it to 
your ſelf, withour ſuch a Call,ye,rtough 
Great , ſhall greatly fall ; by which you 
prepare for your ſelves the unquenchable 
fire of hell. Truly our Saviour ſaid to 
his Diſciples, Ye call me Lord a:d Maſter, 
and ye doe well ; fo let every one that will 
take ro himſelf this honourable i 1tle , 
confider rhar ne doth Waat 18 right ; thar 
15, that he abuſeth not his Title,and bot 
not of more than he hath learned, He 
that will be a Doctor of both Medicines, 
ought wel to underitand bath Medicines, 
thar he may diſcover inwardly the giſpo- 
{ition of the body by Anatomy , and in 
Wit member the diſcaſe hath his origt- 
nall,

nall , and by whar means he may ſuccon: 
it ;. he alſo ought to underſtand outivard- 
ly the circumtiances of Wounc's and Ul- 
CCI. 

Good God ! what would become of 
the Maſter of both Medicines, and his T1- 
tle, where will it be found, if many of 
{uch as ule 1t were expoſed to an exact 
rryall. Heretofore the Phyſrtians them- 
ſelves wrought with thetr own hands, e- 
ſpecially 1n outward diſeaſes, this be- 
longing to the Phytitians office 3 Bur 
noY in our Age, they have brought up 
their Servants to exe:ctie Chirurgery,and 
thus is this moſt noble Art become a baſe 
Trade, which even the molt illiterare 
bluſh not ro pra&tiſe : Yea even ſuch 
alſo as kno v not how to drive an Aſſe out 
of rhe Corn, are Doctors of Chirurgery 
( yereven the Phyſical DoRors are their 
Diſctples) and frequently exerciſe it with 
more ſucceſſe, and a better conſcience 
( that I may ſpeak che truth ) chan thou , 
O Ambitious, ritled onely, unlearged 
Phyticall-Chyrurgeon , that boaſteſt of 
both names or titles, dcelt, 

But pray Maſter Dotor , and Maſter 
Phyhcian be nor angry, I beſeech you, 
with my ſpeech and opinion ; for rhou 
wouldlt 
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(75) 
wouldfſt be forced ro acknowledge,ſhould 
I examine thee of Cuts and Stabs , &c. 
that thy judgement concerning ſuch 
things 1s as large,and as much knowledge 
lyes inthy pate , as in the head of a Hen 
painted on a Table, * Tis my faithfull 
advice to all ſuch as are Learned ( both of 
high .and low eftate ) to contider judict- 
oully and conſcientioutly thofe things 
that are required in DoQors and Matters, 
viz, the true manner of the Preparation , 
and the uſe of Medicine ; then may you 
juftly aflume ro your ſelves this honou- 
rable Title, and you't be able ro ſfuccour 
the diſtreſſed,and with a pure heart praiſe 
your Creatour. 

By what hath been ſpoken , ler every 
one examine himſelf, and ſee whether 
( with right ) he may aſſume this Title ; 
for whoever will lay ctaim to any Title , 
ris behoovefull rhat he exa&ly under- 
Rand ir, and be able perfealy to give an 
accompt why he aſſumed it : For 1t 15 not 
ſuthcient to ſay with the vulgar , Benold ! 
a grear deal of ſtinking ordure ( with ho- 
nour to your eares ) and to be ignorant 
of the cauſe of the ſtinch. Although a man 
often feeds on the moſt veer ſmelling 
food ,vet preſently he caſts out molt ferid 


dung:

dung ; Bur you are to kno rhe cauſe 
why fragrant fruit tranſmures into (inch, 
rhe ground of hich 15 naturall Putrefa- 
Gon. £nd on the orher hand (ir Spices) 
the Odour 1s not ſolely tobe reſpected, 
bur a Genuine Philoſopher muſt ſearch 
into the Eflence and Originall of that 
{meil, and what good virtues lye therein, 
From flincking dung ( with which the 
Earth 1s dung'd and nouriſhed , grows 
ſiveer ſmelling fruit ; for which are ma- 
ny reaſons, and a large Book might bee 
written of the various Tranſmutarions of 
Nature ; bur the chiefe cauſe of this 
change 15 Purref:&ion and Digeſtion , 
and chey are 1ts chief Keyes ; becauſe the 
Fire and the Air bring or cauſe Maturity, 
ſo that the Earch and Water are tranſmu- 
red into each other ; for 'tis a certain al- 
reration , that , of Dung , a Balſome bee 
Made , and contrariwiſe, of Balſome, 
Dung. Fur you will obje& and ſay, thar 
I bring very Rurall 3nd plain examples; ] 
confefle they zre homely , bur the Wiſe 
man *.11l by his o:vn induſtry conſider my 
Intention kerein, how from the molt low, 
the moſt high may be made, and from the 
hich the moſi v:mble or low ; how out of 
a Kemedy a Poyſon, and out of aPoyſon 
a

2 Remedy; out of a Siveet thing a 
Corrofhive, and from thence a rhing 
profitable may be produced. Good God ! 
Nature will not be throughly ſearched by 
us all ; for our Life is ſhort, and thou 
molt jult Judge haſt kept ro thy ſelf many 
things ,. that Man may admire thy Crea- 
tures,of which thy ſelf wilt be the Judge; 
Give me grace , that I may firmly retain 
my Saviour in my heart , even to my ul- 
timate end, that beſides my bodily health 
and food which in abundance « haſt 
beſtowed upon me , I may alſo obtain the 

riches and health of my ſoul , of which I 

make no ſcruple , ſince thou haſt ſhed on 

the wooden Crofle , out of thy ardent 

Love and Mercy, the true Sulphur of the 

ſoul for me ; which heavenly Sulphur of 

the ſoul proves a poyſon to the Devill ; 
bur to us, the greateſt Medicine. I cure 
my Brethren by Prayers , ſpiritually ; by

quickning and operating Spirit which 
dwels in bodies,nouriſherh and preſerves 
rhem: In the Elements alſoare living 
Spirits, by Gods permiſſion he they good 
or evill, Men and other living creatures 
have a living operating ſpirit tn them- 
ſclves,the which departing,a carkaſs only 
remains. 

Herbs and Plants contain in them a 
healthy ſpirit , otherwiſe they would be 
unfit for medicinal preparation and uſe. 
So both Metals & Minerals have in them

char ſo our of Poiſon the evill of its Nx 
cure may be removed, and abetter ſub- 
ftirured: I do therefore my ſelf alfo 
ſpeak & cry out againlt all ſuch as dange-! 
rouſly adminiſter ro man ſuch poiſonons 
things) 
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ehings, not verſed in their dueprepara- 
tions, for Mercury, Arſemick, Antimo- 
ny and the like, ( 1n their ſubſtance with- 
out preparation ) are plainly venemous 
and ſo remaine ; Bur yer after a neceſſa- 
ry Preparation , Extration , Mortift- 
cation, and Victory over their Poyſon , 
they verily become a Medicine ſufficienr 
to reſiſt all other internall poiſons , and 
fundamentally to Eradicate them.

ſome, bur a very feiv will rendily con: | 
firm my Doarine of the Tranſmuration | 
of evill into what 1s better. Confider , | 
that even Phyſitians will confeſfſe , that | 
the evill wherein a Diſeaſe doth lodge, 
may be converted into gooJ,. and if they | 
allo-v ſo far,it may not be unlavFful for me | 
alſo to affirm, that the evill whichlies hid | 
in a phyſical or Mediciral ſubje&,may be | 
cranſmured into better, char ic may be! 
adminiftred with ſafery , rightly and 

wholſomely. But whereas Experience, | 
and the manner of proceeding 1s knowne | 
to, but avery few, there will be bur a | 
very ſmall number char will with con- 
ſtancy, adhere to the defence of my pro- | 
poſed opimon, without yetlding up to | 
the clamours of the Multitude , whoſe |

But be- 
cauſe ſuch a narrow, Philoſophical ſearch 
is not of ſo much concernment to the Stu- 
dents of Art , and moſt men value not in 
what centre the ſtar of Antimony Reſages, 
and from whence tis ſprung , bur would 
rather learne whar good lyes init, and 
would underſtand its preparation and re- 
duction ro a due (tate, that the virtues 
and operations rhereof ; ſo much every 
where, by all , ſpoken of , 1nay nor be to

eAntimony therefore is no light or 
trivial poyſon , bur a chief one, and moſt 
high, being deadly both ro man and 


beaſt; from whence the common Phyſi- 
F Llans, 
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tilans , and ignorant plebetans (having no 
true knowledge of Medicine) reject the 
uſe of Antimony asPotſonors; &Phytitians 
forbid it to noble men, as dangerous; and 
the Academical Profeſſours doe barke out 
and howle (even to madneſſe) to theit 
diſciples, a Caveto : O beware of Anti- 
mony for irs 2 merely abſolute poyſon: 
Now the inhabitants of Towns, or Cities 
on theſe clamours forbid rhe uſe of Anti- 
mony, and ith thoſe out cryes have moſt 
men bin ſfird up, that even to my Age or 
time , they'l not hear of Antimony, nor 
ove any truſt unto his medicines , al- 
though immenſe and unſpeakable. xhings 
are found therein : Well, bee it ſo , ve- 
nily I ſpeak the truth and my writings ate 
void of falfiry : I call God my Creatour 
ro Witnelſle, that there is not a more no- 
ble medieine under the heavens, where- 

in a capital rich-pillar may be placed, 
thenis 1n Antimony , and deſervedly on 
chat accompt ought there to be fixed and 

erected, A 

My Sons mark my ſanngs; Reader, ob- 
ſerve my writings, wiſe men, Conſider 
che Anrimonial experiments which 1 doe 
mention; My theory is*founded upon na- 
cure, and my pra&tick on nn, 
mo 
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moſt frequently demonſtrated & vrodu- 
cing its effe& to the admiration of many 
incredulous people ; 1 doe confeſle as 
formorly I have done , that Antimony at 
firſt before its preparation 1s a meere 
poyſon. But good 44.Doctour, or Batche- 
Jour, or Phylittan , (bur yer withour any 
true degree,) ſince thou art buried as to 
Arr , and Onely beareſt che buſh , whar 
doſt thou ralke for, let me alſo ſpeak roo, 
remember what-thou ſayeſt and conhider 
that docrine which 1 propound unto 
thee ; Antiinony (fay lt rhou)) 1s poyſon. 
Ergo , rione ought to uſe 1t; a miſerable 
concluſion ood CAT. Doour and Ba- 
chelour or cM, Phyfſittan with your 
red cap: The belt Triacle 1s made of 
poyſon or of Megs, from whence it hath 
its denomination. And therefore none 
may take it into their bodies , becauſe a 
poyſon is therein: 1 hat ? doth this do- 
arine pleaſe you? is this voice acceptable 
to your ears? Antimony after preparation 
ceaſeth to be a poyſon, and the whole of 
it being by Spagyrick Art tranſmuted, be- 
comes medicinal,even asTriacle is made 
of the venemous viper ; Bur before 1ts 
preparation thou ſhalt not receive .any 


profit or benefit from Anrimony, but ra- 
F 2 ther 
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cher diſcommodiry and danger. 

Now if thou intendeſt ro become an 
Antimonial diſciple (having firlt pray- 
ed) f:equent theSchool of Vulcan beyond: 
all ocher things , whois rhe maſter and 
ceacher of all ſecrets, (which the meanly 
learned men doe deride , and by their 
ſloathful lazineſſe never come to be ac- 
quainted with any fecret from him , put- 
ting off the manifeſtation of any Arcanum 
by their own ſluggiſhneſle ,) nor is there 
any remedy in the world to be prepared 
withour fire, let them cry our as they lift, 
chough never ſo madly, 

Bur har ſhall we ſpeak of theſe haters 
of Antimony , let us not value them, un- 
lefle rhey can bring to the light ſome- 
thing better and more excellent then An- 
elmony 1s ; ſeeing that eſpecially out of 
Antimony , may like remedies be had as 
ly hid in Gold and the Mercury of the 
vulgar, (the ſtar of the ſun onely excep- 
red ) from borh which may an Awrum Po- 
zabile bee made to heal the Leprofie, and 
che ſpirit of Mercury is the chief Top 
remedy of the french'diſeaſe and many 
others. Alrhough thoſe contemning fel- 
lows neither know nor are able to ſearch 
it out, An 1gnorant man can no more 
judge,

would truely judge , ought afore to learn 
all ſuch rhings as he intends ro deliver 
his judgement about, and to know as well 
from experience as from books that which 
is true and that which is falſe, thar ſo he 
may judge aright, | 

But before I addreſſe my ſelf to the 
manner of proceding , Imay perchance 
meet with ſome who.will inquire whence 
minerals and other venemous ſubjeRs at- 
tra& rheir poyſon,whar the efſentiality of 
poyſon 15,8 from whence generated in all 
things; how (the poyſon being removed) 
that thing may be converted unto medi- 
cine & ſafely adminiſtred withoutdanger. 
I ſhall therefore informe you, concerning 
the influence of Poyſon , the which may 
be conſfidered,naturally & ſupernaturally. 

Therefore the firlt reaſon why -God 
(the ſupream guide, and governour of 
the ſtars , the Creatour of Heaven and 


Earth, hath thought good to ſer before 


\ us ſenſible poyſons , eſpecially in mune- 


rals,is char by their firſt conſtitution, mira- 
culous and powerful operation there plan- 


ted by God, a man might ſee that his 1n-

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rent of thus expoſing them to view , was, 
char rhere might be a diſtin&ion between 
good and evil, even as in nis law, he hath 
preſcribed us rhe knowledge of things to 
be done and to be left undone , v:z. of 
g001 to be embraced and of evil to be 
avoided ; After the ſame manner as the 
tree in Paradiſe was placed before our 
fi{t parents, the uſe whereof rended to 
00d, but the abuſe to evil, which com- 
mand of God being violared miſery and 
deitruction ftep't in, 
2. Another cauſe 1s that the good and 
the evil being kno-vn, the evil might be 
avoided and reduced unto a betrer ſtate; 
for 1ts not the will & pleaſure ofGod that 
men droivncd in deſtruQtion ſhould rotal- 
ly periſh, but thar rerurning from evil, 
they proceed ro what 1s better , and avoid 
the loſle of their ſouls ; On that account 
hath he by fimilicudes placed before us 
good and evil, which in like manner is to 
be found in the command. of his mouth 
verbally, and in the work of creation,rhat 
we may chooſe things tending to health; 
and avoid things tending to deſtruRion. 
3. Thirdly,poyſon is alſo Produced by 
the ſtars,wherein are malevolent and con- 
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Planets, whence it falls out that the pla- 
nets become infe&ed and rhen cauſe in 
this inferiour world and nucrocolime pla- | 

ues and other venemous diſeafes ; 7] he 
like May you concelve of the comets. 

4. Fourthly, Poyſon is alſo Produced 
by che fighting of rwo contraries , as for 
example, if a man exceedingly angry , or 
ſad , or boyling with rage ſhould drink, 
2deadly povion would thereby be en- 
kindled. 

5. Fifthly; For illuſtrations ſake, wea- 
pons may be ranked under the forme of 
poyſons , if by them, any one receive 2 
mortal wound , (in which the abuſe of 
weapons confiſts;) But if they be em- 
played for defence and preſervation of 
life, therein, their uſe 1s lawful and con- 
yerted unto medicine, 

6. Sixrly and laſtly, The cauſe of poy 
fon becomes apparent from contidering 
nature, Wharſoever fights againſt her 1s 
a poyſon to her, as in ſome men , they 
beeing nor able to bear ſome meats, thoſe 
meats being contrary to nature, become 
a poyſon, but to ſuch as love them, a me- 
dicine; But principally, venenoſity 1s ex- 
trated from an earth of a Mercurial ſub- 
Rance (I ſpeak of mineral poyſons) which 
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being immature , indigeſted , of a form 
cantrary to nature,and of hard concoction. 


(which hinders macurity and perfe&ion,) 
the whole body becomes thereby as it 
were a (rude mineral; As if a man ſhould 
devour crude or raw wheat , his Romack 
would hardly conco& it, but weakneſle 
and inconveniences would ſeize upon the 
whole body , becauſe of the deficiency 
and weakneſle of natural heat to digelt ir, 
Bur che wheat beeing maturared by 
the fire of the Macrocoſme , ovght to be 
againe boyled or concoked by a leſſer fire 
that it may be digeſted by the Micro- 
coſme, as I have aforeſaid concerning the 
eating of fleſh; hence tis evidenc that 
ſeeing Antimony is crude , volatile and 
not maturated in the Earth , or enough 
decoced , 1t cannot be born by the fio- 
mach \ithour terrible rorment of the 
body, and deſtruction , becauſe of the de- 
biliry of natural hear, tooinſufficient 
chroyghly co digeſt it ; experience tea- 
cherh thus much » Char all purging me- 
dicines (be they mineral, animal , or 
vegetable) are of a poyſonous ſubſtance, 
becauſe of the predominating, Mercurial, 
volatile effence rhart is in them , which 
volatile ſpirit is the cauſe of caſting _= 
| choſe

doe througaly ſearch our and radically 
expel fix't diieaſes, which ro unfixt purgh- 


tions is nor granted , they, beeing like a 


violent torrent, {veep away what lyes in 
their conpaſſe , bur doe nor work upon 


' the fixed earth. Now fixed and prepared 


Purgatives doe nor. operate by ſtoole, bur 
ſhow themſelves onely by fiveat and 
and ocher means , and hunr our rhe very 
kernel and not the huske: or ſhell and 
chaffe of the diſeiſe, as volatile. unfixt and 
unprepared purges doe, they onely exe! 
the cruit as 1t Were, and cover of What is 
excreNenritious, but as ro the centre of 
the diſeaſe, that they reach not unto, 

Bz 1t on that account known to every 
one, of hat ſtare, age, or title ſoever, 
that the venomous F-flence muſt be tor1l- 
ly removed Out of Artimony,before ir can 
be tranſmitred into Medicine, and be in- 
ticuled withthe name of a Remedy.'Vear- 
ken therefore to the ſeparation of Anti- 
mony, of the good from the bad , of the 
fix'd from the volatile , of diſtinguiſhing 
what 1s helpful from what is poyſonous, 
fat leaſt we would obtain profic with 
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honour , and verity, which cannot be ac* 
compliſhed without the ſeparation of 
Vulcan or fire, who 1s the artificer, as 
coall ſuch things. For whatſoever Vulcan 
leaves imperfe& in the Macrocoſme, 
that the Microcoſrie repurs and amends 
by a new Vulcan, which maturates what 
is crude, and perfeAly concocts 1t , ma- 


king. ſeparation of the pure from the 1m- | 


pure; 4nd ler 1c nor ſeem ſtrange that 
the pure and the wholſome can be ſegre- 
cated from the impure and unwholſome, 
and thar a remedy can ( by the benefit of 
fire) be made our of that Which 1s hurt- 
ful; Becauſe tis evidenced by daily expe- 
r1ence in the probation and inſpeCtion of 
colours diſqgovered by the fire : for ſeparas 
tion , and fire makeing a fixation , rake 
away the venome and in its roome ſub- 
ſirure a Salubrious remedy. Tis the fire 
then, thar ſeparates the Poiſon from the 
medicine, the good from the evil, which 
thing none of the Phyſitians either can or 
dare ſet their ſeales unto , unlefle they 
have contracted a molt intimate familia- 
rity with Vulcan, and obtained that infer. 
val Bath of Amity, wherein the bride being 
waſhed from all her uncleaneſſe may enter 
with her bridegrome into a legitimate 
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bed; O worldly ſubtilty that defpiſeſt or 
dolt not underitand my writings , did'it 
thou bur knov whar T have no.v ſaid unto 
thee , Whar may be called fixt, and what 
volatile, whar rhe ſepararion of rhe Pure 
from the umpure meznes , thou wouldtt 
turn off many things to Lethes Lake, and 
contemne thoſe trifles wherein thou tru- 
teſt and follo v me. For in me (theſe are 
the words of "Antimony) ſhalt thou tind a 
Mercury, Sulphur, and falr,moſt uſeful re- 
medies for the health of man; the Mercu- 
1al parr lyes hid 1n che Regulus, the Sul- 
phur in che rednefſe, and rhe Salrin rhe 
tlack Earth which remains 1n the bot- 
tome. Theſe three rightly ſeparated and 
224ine co-umred by a due arcificial man- 
ner , that a fixation without any poyſon 
may be accompliſhed , give juſt cauſe of 
boiſting to the Artiſt , that he harh ob- 
tained the ſtone of fire , which may be 
made of Antimony borh for mans health, 
his food and rayment. For in Antimony 
maiſt thou find all rhe colours of the unt- 
verſe, as whire, black, red, green, blew, 
alhcolour, yellow , and colours innume- 
rable, diverſly preparable by incredible 
mixtures, diverſly to be known and ſeve- 
tal wayes to be adminiſtred in ſundry 
Caſes 
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caſes , every ſort to be orderly diſpoſed 
according to an appointed merhod; I will 
therefore in ſeveral particles make mans 
felt how medicine 1s to be prepared, how 
poyſon 15 to be ejected, fixation to be 
inſticured, rhings that are to be fepara- 
red how to be begun withal, thar the evil 
may be conquered and the good may 
overcome. Tis well known to ftudious 
Artiſts, thir Antimony doth not con- 
taine the vircue of one onely Gemme in 
it ſelfe, as the other metals which (in 
their kind, are attribured but to one; But 
unverſally containes the virtues of all 
ones , which appears by the various co- 
lours , which by the regiment of fire it 
doth yeeld forth ; of this colour ſome, 
otherſome of another ſort &c. 

Its pellucid ſhining rednefſe is attri- 
bured ro a Carbuncle, Rubine, and Co- 
rals; Its whiteneſſe tothe Diamond and 
Chryſtal : Irs blew and sky colour to the 
Saphyr ; Irs green to a Smaragdine ; lts 
yellov to a Hyacinth; Its black ro a Gra- 
nate, which naturally carryes in ir an Oc- 
cult hidden blacknefſe; Bur in relation to 
metals ; Irs black is aſcribed ro Saturn, 
Its redneſle to Mars, yellov to the Sun, 
Green to Venus, sky colour to the Moon, 


v\ hite | 
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white to Mercury , 1ts various mixt co- 
ſour to Jupiter ;- Bur as aK the colours 
exprefled in ſtones and merals are found 
in Antimony , ſo therein alſo all the vir- 
wes and faculties of remedies are to be 
found according to the Reaſon of the co- 
lours, which though they are all found in 
Antimony , 1s notwithſtanding 1mpoſ- 
fible that one man alone ſhould be 
chroughly acquainted wirh them all , for 
the ſhortneſle of life prohibits one man 
alone to learn all thoſe Arcanums which 
nature Carryes with it; Some-rrmes 1n its 
preparation , a moſt acid vinegar is extra- 
ed by deſtillation ; After another way 
and manner 1s prepared from it a perfect 
and tranſparent Rednefle , ſiveer and 
pleaſant as Hony or the pureſt Sugar ; 
Then again of a ſudded tis prepared into 
che bicrerneſſe of Wormewood; Another 
while it imitates the Acrimony of the 
Oile of ſalr., and ſo one nature ſucceeds 
another : Some-times again tis elevated 
by ſublimation inco che Olympian 
Mountains in the manner of a flying 
Exgle, red, yellow and white , being 
forced down per deſcenſum it yeelds va- 
rious particular colours and preparations, 
as alſo by reverberation, Tis alſo _— 
re 
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red into a metal like to lead and into | 


pellucid glaſſe, white, red , yellow, or 
black or of any other colour , bur all the 
ſorrs of this glafle are not with ſafety to 
be uſed in medicine , unlefle tryed by a 
previous examen, 

Antimony may alſo be reſolved into 
various and ſeveral wonderful oiles,either 
alone by ic ſelf, or elſe with the addition 
and commixrion of other things,of which 
oltles ſome are onely ro be outwardly 
uſed, and mointed on wounds or ulcers, 
otherſome may be taken inwardly and 
drunken ; Ir yeelds alſo marvelous ex- 
tractions which diſcover themſelves fo 
various 1n colour , rhart the oracle of A- 
pollo can hardly divine and reckon up 
the wonderous mutations of its nature 
manifetted and opened by the help of 
fire ; There's alſo made thereof Quick- 
filver, and Sulphur Combutltible, like to 
the common *ulphur, whereof Gunpow- 
der may be made; as alſo a rrue and n1- 
tural Salr and many other things. I'le 
therefore now begin to treat of the pre- 
paration of Antimony , to wit of Irs eſ- 
ſence,magiltery, Arcanum and Elixir,and 
rs particular Tinure, which Rudiouſly 
obſerve: where (toivards rhe latter end) 
I ſhall

' Tſhall rehearſe ſomewhat of the prepara- 


on of the ſtone of fire, Te allo recite 
many other ſecrets , bur litle known , or 
elſe negleRed inthe world, becauſe the 
Egyptians , Arabiaus and Chaldeans are 
long fince dead, who exerciſed this Arr, 
which may abundantly ſerve as rhe head 
and fountain of true and inadulterare me- 
dicine. | 

Obſerve therefore diligemly and or- 
derly all my preparations , as I ſhall lay 
them open unto thee , of which not one 
is without fruit and profit , Irs due ſtate 
beeing obſerved ; for the fixd medicines 
of Anrimony heal fixt diſeaſes , and un- 
fixd, heal diſeaſes nor fixed: ſo crude An- 
timony (not its prepared glafſe) doth un- 
load and purge the ventricle onel y , but 
ſuffers the cauſe of the diſeaſe to remaine. 
I now therefore begin at the ſeveral 
ſorts of the ordering of Antimony and 
make evidence of all the keyes of its pre- 
Paration , Which by fire onely is manife- 
ſed, as a nev birth, in that vocation of 
calling preſcribed by God: The ſolurion 
or preparation of the mineral of Anti- 
mony is done by ſundry forts of fire and 
regiments of Art, by which its medicinal 
force and operation 1s Extracted by _ 
an

and ſeeing that Antimony 1s of a mixt 
colour, of a dull reddiſh black with a litle 
ſhining vhirenefle. 1M firit deſcribesirs 
ficſt deſtruction, or calcination, which is 
thus brought to Paſſe, 

7ake Hungarian Antimony , or any 0- 
ther, (rhe bet) grind 1t upon a matble 
into Pot ſubtilepo vder, lay this powder 
rhin and ſparingly in a plain Earthen vef- 
ſel . round or {quare , which ler be made 
with rims about the heigth of two fingers 
breadrh ; Place this veſſel on a calcining 
furnace , admimitter ar t1:ſt a Gentle fire 
of coals , and when the iitbium begins to 
fume , ſtirirwith a licle tron rod to and 
aoaine, wirhour ceaiing, until it ceaſerh 
to emit any Vapour; but 1f in the calcina- 
tion the Antimony chanceth to melt and 
run into balls, Take off the veſſel from 
the hire and let the ſtibium cool , and 
grind it again, and doe as afore , which 
mult be ſooften don , until it neither 
fumes nor runs together any more , but 
remains in the form of white Aſhes , for 
then is your Calcination perfe&, | 
Take now this fiibum thus calcined 
put it into a goldſmirchs Crucible, Place 

It at a violent fire, chat the Antimony may 

flow like pure clear Water, and xhat you 
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may know when rhe glafſe of flibium hath 
itained a perfe&t and pellucid colour, 
fur into the crucible a long cold 1ton, 
and rhe vlaſſe will tick thereunto, Which 
ſiike of with an hammer, and ſo ſeparate 
ic, and hold ir up againſt the light,vhich 
if it be cranſparent tis good and perfect 
olaſle. * 

Bur the Reader and Tyro in chis Art, 
(for I w:ire not to experienced Artiſts, 
who have a long time endured the heat 
of rhe fre , and ſoirs a ſlight and eaſy 
thing to them to make Glafle of Anti- 
mony , bur to young followers of Pyro- 
rechny)oughr ro know thar all glaſle be 18 
made of what ir will, either of a mineral, 
or a met21,or other things, ought ro have 
ics dug perfection, that it may ſhine 
thrpugly , may operate and be moreover 
further prepared for medicine. 

The Amimony thus melted in rhe 
Crucitle , Toke a plain and b:oad diſh 
or plarter of Laton , which (firſt) well 
warm,leſtic break ; poure 1n rhe ſtibium 
by licle and licle, and very thinly , and 
thou ſhalt have a yellow tranſparent fayr 
elaſſe. And-this way of Preparing the 
olafſe of Antimony without any aflition 
is the beſt, which in its operation diſ-

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covers a greater virtue, and this is that 
which I call /pure Glaſfle, the other ſorts 
beings made by the addition of Borax, 
and other ſuch things, for example. 

Take Antimony one part , Venice Bo- 
rax two parts, grind them together, Pur 
them.in acrucible , and place them at 2 
molt violent fire, uutill rhey melt to- 
gether , Puurethem out into a Diſh of 
Latron warmed , by little and little, and 
{et ir run thin, and thou ſhalt have ( if 
rhou haſt rightly proceeded) a red 
traniparent Glafle lixe ro a Rubine, the 
rednefle ot which glafle may be exrracted 
with ſpirit of Wine by a long circulation 
in the hre, and adminiftred with very 
great ſucceſſe, fora moſt noble Medi- 
CINC. . 

There may he alſo made of Antimony 
a\vaite Clafſe after this manner, Take 
Anrimony one part , Venice Porax four 
piitz, grind chem together, :nJflux or 
melr rhem in a crucible as aforeſaid, firſt 
ewill become yellow , but by a longer 
continunce-in the fire, it wil become 
moſt white, which you may try by put- 
cing ghereinto a cold Iron, and examine 
if the colour be'perfe& or not, and pros 

ceed as above, 4 
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There may be prepared alſo out of An- 
imony , glafle of ſeverall other colours, 
bur T have only ſer before you ſuch as I 
have learned by experience, & know their 
Tendency to health, nor do 1 judge it 
neceflary to fill up paper with roo much 
rlking, and by 'unprofitable verball cir- 
cuits to prove irkſome to the Reader, and 
the rarher , for that there hath been de- 
clared unto thee ( asto the glafſle made 
of Antimony ) the cheifeſt colour , viz. 
A tranſparant Redneſs : The blacknefle 
which at firſt was 1ts aſſociate fled away 
with the fume afcer a ſpirituall manner , 
becauſe according to that ſpiriruall kinde, 
by the violence of fire rhe poifon is blot- 
ted our, and raken away by calcination , 
although rhe Glafſe be nor abſolutely 
defiitute of poyſon , bur holds ( as yel ) 
a oreat portion thereof in it ſelfe, 

I will go on therefore to acquaint thee, 
how the poyſon may be alrogether taken 
away from the glaſle, the pure from rhe 
impure, and? a new ſeparation of that 


which is hurtull , from what is helpfull 


may be inſtitured ; that the Tongue of

Take pure gl:fſe of Antimony made 
without any addi It10n, as I have ravght 
thee, grind itro the conliftency of meal 
Oo lower, put it into a gl:fle bolr head 
hoing a bro:d botrom , Whereto Foure 
ſt ng, rec tified, dittifled Vinegar, ſer 
It at a gentle hear, or in the ſummer 
tine in the Su, {tirring or ſhaking 1X 
tiVcle every day ; until the Vinegar re- 
ſemble the colour of molren cold, which 
ſeparate fron the Glaſſe, and ceaffuſe 
new diilitled Vinegar, do as, afore, and 
” ſoon as that 1s coloured , take 1t out, 

'z. the tinged Liquor, which change ſo 
_ and extract untill the Vinegar will 
ro: be coloured any more ; conjoyne all 

theſe extractions, filcre them , and ab- 
lizast the Vinegar by an Ale mbeck in B. 
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M. and a dark-red or yellowiſh Fowler 


roivder, Poure pure diſtilled Rin Wa- 
er, and take it again off, pouring noe 
new thereupan, and do 1 ſeverall times; 
by which meanes the ſharpneſſe will be 
then away, and the powder will remain 
ſxeet and pleaſint, Grind this powder 
won a Marble or Glaſle firſt heared, and 
place it in a new Alimbeck, whereon 
roure Spirit of Wine rectified to the ve-

Bur if the afore mentioned yelloy 
owder, before its Extration with the 
Spirit of Wine , be ground on a warmed 
one, and if Eggs be boyled ro an hard- 
neſſe and divided long wayes, and the 
Yelke taken out , and the Cavity filled 
with this yellowiſh powder , and placed

wilr ſing of its Praiſe , and the Virtues 
which its endowed with , as I havedone, 
and cf its ſucceſſefull uſe in Exter- 


nall Greifs : The Gangrene, Cancer, | 
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Polypns , Woolfe , Ulcers of the Legs, 
md all ſuch like earing and creeping d1ſ- 
eaſes, fly before this remedy, and leave 
the houſe at Liberty for former health ro 
reenter . if well fixt Medicines be G1ſ- 
creerly taken inwardly, and other conve- 
nient ®Eemedies applyed outwardly. I 
an wont to reduce the Glaſſe of Anti- 
mony into at Oyle by an Alembick two 
wayes, thus. Take the C:lafle made our 
ofthe Mineral of Antimony , grind it 
moſt exceeding ſmall , extract it with 
diſtilled Vinegar, waich Extraction be- 
ins made , abſtra&t the Vinegar by #.M, 
and to the remaining matter,pouc on ſp1- 
rirof Wine, and again extract 1t , put 
this Extraction , thus , twice dulcorrted 
by the Spirit of V Vine into a veſlell Lu- 
ted, and exceedingly wel ſhur , circu- 
late or pelicane it for a whole Moneth , 
then by a fingular artifice let it be diftil- 
led by it ſelfe without any adcirion, and 
ſo ſhalt thou have a ſweet, pleaſant, and 
wonderfull Medicine in the forme of a 
clear red Oyle, out of which is the ſtone 
of fire made.

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No: let it trouble thee that this extra 
&jon wich difulled Vinegar, and Spirit 
of wine hath thus been reduced to a moft 
ſubcil purity , and exalted to the very 
height by Vu'can, for it neither purges by 
ſool, nor yer by vomit ; but by Sweate, 
Urine , and ſpurcle, 1t calts out the cauſe 
of every Diſeaſe, ind refiores whatſoever 
became co rupred, by meanes of acciden- 
tall Symptoimes. 
1he common glaſſe of Antimony moſt 
ſmailly ground or beaten, and fix grains or 
thereabours, ( according to the (trcngth 
ofthe tick ) being admimſtsed , having 
beene 6r{t infuſed 1n a hetle V Vine in a 
warm place over might, and purely ftrei- 
ned 1n the morning, and the infuton 
drunk Provokes toſtool, and oftentimes 
irs up Vonnt , becauſe of the crude 
mercurtall quality which remiines 1n rhe 
Glifſe, on which account ler every wiſe 
2n1 prudent Poyfitian,confider with him-

Digeſt rhem in 
a lafſe bolt head with a plain bo:tomne, 
excellencly well Lured, rhen abſtract the 
juyce, and dry the powder , and grind 
It with rwice its weight of claritied Su-

Having ſpoken of the Arganum of An- 
tony , I ſhall nov ſpeak of ics Elixir 
WVaich 1s thus made, 
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Take ( with the Help of Cod ) of 
Antimony i ground , or beaten, two 
parts , of Salt Armoniack one part, ſub- 


lime them , that which it ſublimed drive 


over by a Retort into a } ecipient three 
times, every time ſeparating the Faces , 
then by dulcoration evaporate rhe Sal 
Armontack , which matter of Antimony 
being well ſhut in a veſlell, reverberate 
at a gentle Fire , by litrle and little , 
untill ir becomes like to the Minerzsll of 
Cinaber , then poure upon it diſtilled 
Vinegar , and extraQirs rednefle, ſe- 
parare the Vinegar, and foure vpon 
the Powder , the Spirit of Wine, which 
extra&t in B. M, and this Extr»Qion 
will be moſt pure , ſome Feces beirg 
left in the bottome ; pur nov this *p1- 
ricof Wine, or this Extraci1on intoa bole 
head , poure thereon a litrle Quinteſ- 
ſence of Rhubarb and Coralls, three or 
foure drops , whereof being even ro 1 
man, do gently provoke to Stoole, and 
purgeth without any Gripings, if rhou 
haſt rightly preparedit , it lighrens the 
Bloud , and is a moſt profitable and plea- 
ſant Remedy for thoſe who deiire gentle 
purges ; Bur perhaps ſome Phyfitian or 
other will wonder how tis poſtible oo:

this Medicine can purge ſo mildly , ſee. 
ins that Antimony 1s of 1t ſelfe, mot 
exceedingly penerrative , and 1s here 
commixt with Rhubarb , which of it 
ſelf 1s Iikewite a purgative Medic me; 
L ur deſ:ft from wonding , for Antimo- 
ny is by this meanes deſtroyed , that 
his poiſonous and purging Qualicy, can- 
30t operate upon any thing , as long as 
tis mixt with another fimple , purging 
Medicine 3 for this {:mple bach only a 
N:turall opening Power. But prepx 
red Harimony by this mennes , f.ce] 
from it's Labour cf the Expuliion of any 
thing from the Venc 1: le, can leaſure 
ly finde our ſome other wiy, whereby 
to operate and Performe that Ofhce for 
which it was appointed. 

Feleeve me ( for { have no Rexſon 
to faliifie or to lye ) this Elixir thus pre- 
pared, can ip the ſome manner-purge 
ind penerrate rhe body, as Antimony 
purgech Gold, and if 1 were to ac- 
count, and number up all irs Vir- 
rues, I ſrppoſe it necet{ary to entreat 
at che hands of ( od, a longer life, 
taarſo I might more plemitully under- 
ind and try the-wonders of his divine 
Majeſty , and having experienced them

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.communicate rhem ro others that they, 
together with me,acknowledging and ob- 
ſerving thoſe wondrous things may give 
all prayie and thanks to God their Crea-

Bur rhat T may goe chrough with my 
purPoſed intention , which 1s ſo far to 
deſcribe the virtues of Antimony, as I 
have experimentally Learned , I ſhall be 
hlent as to things hidden from and not 
compoſed by ine ; nor would it be hand- 
ſome for me , to judge of other mens. 
actions and things unknown unto My ex- 
perience , but leave them to another 

judge , who hath by his ovn induſtry 


made tryal - it being impoſſible for one 


man fundamencally to learn all , becauſe 
of the thorrnefſle of life , and the new ac- 
cidents that daily happen in operaticns 
about the ſaid Antimony. 

Moreover be it known to all, that An- 
tmony doth nor onely purge Gold and 
ſeparate all extraneous additions there- 
fron, bur performs the ſame operation in 
the bodyes of men, and other living 
creatures , which I ſhall prove by an ho-., 
mely example. If a houſeholder intends 
tofatten a beaſt , bur eſpecially an hog, 
lechim give him in his mear (three dayes

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before he ſhuts him up) halfe adragme 


of crude Antimony , by which means his 
appctice.to his meat will be,wherred, and 
ſtird up within him, and heel ſoone grow 
fat ; and if he hath any hurtful qualry or 
diſeaſe in his liver, or be leaprous , he 
ſhall be healed : This example will ſeem 
ſomewhat grofle to the ears of delicate 
men; bur I intended it for illiterate men, 
or country people, in whoſe brains the 
more ſubcile Philoſophy is a-meer ftrat- 
ger , thar they may diſcerne that expert 
mentally, which for examples ſake I have 


made uſe of, that ſo they may rhe ſoonet 


credit my other writings , wherein I 
ſpeak more abſtruſely: Bur becauſe theres 
a great difference between the bodies of 
men and beaſts , I have no intent (by this 
example here induced) that crude Anti- 


mony ſhould be given to men alfo ; be-: 


cauſe that the beaſts are able to bear and. 


concoct much crude meats; which ts not- 


permirred to the tender nature and com- 
plexton of man to doe. 


He therefore that will ſuccesfully and 
with profit make uſe of Antimony ought: 
above all things to be experienc'd , and: 
exactly ro know the Preparation thereof, 
and furthermore to conlidet the _ 
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& his patient, whether he be old or yong, 
trong or weak , leſt through the -Phyt1- 
tiah3 errour , the Patient be deſtroyed in 
eed of 'being cured : I now ſpeak as to 
the weight of the doſe wherein the ſu- 
preame magitiry is contained ; Bur if 
Iſhould make uſe of circumſtances and 
tedious enſamples for the further 1lluſtra- 
tion of every thing , 1 thould be to long: 
Iwill therefore omit to ſpeak any more 
thereto , and addrefle my ſelf to another 
preparation or fixation of Antimony : for 
3 the ſpiric of wine ſeparated from its 
body hears and warms a man, 1f it be 
drunk ; bur if outwardly applyed, 1t ex- 
rats all che cauſes of inflamed members: 
on the contrary vineger, cooles and refri- 
2rares both inivardly and outwardly, al- 
though ir be of the ſame original and 
kind, and meerly for this reaſon, becauſe 
vineger is made by digeſtion alone, 
whence followes the putrefa&ion of the 
vine with a vegetable fixation ; Bur the 


/' | fpirit of wine is made by rhe ſeparation of 


deſtillation , or by a vegetable ſublima- 
ion, by which che ſpirit of wine is made 
volatile. Even ſo Antimony (according 
to this or that manner of preparation } 


doth wonderfully diſplay his gifts , and 
G H 2 that, 
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that, even beyond mans apprehenſion, 
tt ts thus fixt. 

Take of Antimony molt ſubrily po: 
dred , as much as you pleaſe, pur ir into 
a bolt head, poure upon it as much Aqua- 
fortis as will cover 1t 6 inches, or halfe; 
foot high, place it ar a moſt gentle fire to 
extra for ten days, filtcre rhe extra&tion 
that it may be free from the feces; Then 
draw off the Aquafortis by aſhes or ſand, 
even to a dryneſle, & there will remaite 
a yelloiv powder at the botrome, whereto 
pour deſtilled raine water , place it at 
continual heat , and you ſhall have ared 
extraction, filrre it, abſtrat the water per 
B, Even to adryneſle, and a red powder 
will refide behind : Hereto poure deſll- 
led vineger, which, in the heat , wall by 
licle and litle grow red, and leave ſome 
whitiſh feces,deſtil this vineger by aſhes, 
and reverberate that red powder which 
Rayes behind three dayes in a conſtant 
open fire, & then extract 1ts tinQture with 
ſpirit of wine , & ſeparar the remaiihe 

feces. All which things being accompli- 
ſhed abſtract the ſpirirof wine per B. and 
there will remain a red poder, fix'd, and 
conſtant,which doth wonderfully perform 
its office ; for if halfe a dragme be whe 
CIC 
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three times in a day (morning, noon and 
evening) or oftner (which you may doe 
wichout any injury) it drives to:th coa- 
oulared bloud out of rhe bedy, and in 
ume opens dangerous apoltems, radically 
cures the Lues venerea , produceth new 
hayr , and notably renews a man. 

Now having ſufficiently ſpoken of the 
fixr powder and extra&tion of Antimony, 
I ſhall forbear ro ſpeak more abour it, 
and come now to treat of its flores, which 
may be made ſundry wayes : And here 
molt men can neither tell what to ſpeak, 
or what to anſiver, as being altogether 1g- 
norant of this arrifice and ſuch like, there 
will be ſome (bur an exceeding ſmall 
number) of my diſciples, who are earneſt- 
ly defirous of the Spagyrick Art , that 
will give heed unto my ſayings, and will 
cenſure otherwiſe then the moſt will doe; 
To you therefore (my diſciples) I have 
to ſ1y, if ye will follow me take up my Croſſe; 
ſuffer even as I have ſuffered, learn to 
undergo perſecutions as I have done, Wa» 
Yer not. as to your intended labour , pray 
unceſſantly, work withour Jrkſomeneſle; 
and thus doing, God who heard my Pray- 
ers, Will not forſake you in yours, whoſe 


00Ineſle I thankfully acknowledge wich 


H 3 hearty 
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hearty ſighes, and ocular tears. No as to 
my admonition touching the flores of 
Antimony. I doe declare that they admit 


of ſundry and various preparations, as 1s 


known to all Spagyriſts; Some by rhe ad- 
mixtion of ſale Armoniack driye them 
downward per deſcenſum , out of a retort, 
and dulcorate them: by extrading rhe ſlr 
Armomnuck , and theſe flo:es being of a 
moſt white colour, do2 much ; Orhers 
make uſe of ſome particular appropriated 
inſtruments, having litle pipes or necks, 
thar the. Antimony enjoying the liberty 
of the ayre may aſcend. 

Others performe their ſublimarion in 
a ſtrong fire, over which they place three 
convenient Pots , and extract white, yel- 
low and red flores together, which I have 
alſo artempted withour any errour 5 But 
when 1 would rightly uſe rhe flores in 
medicine , I am wont to mingle Colco- 
tha of Vitriol with the red flores, and 
ro ſublime chem rogether three ſeveral 
times, for thereby the eſſence of the vi- 
rriol Co-aſcends, and the flores become 
the ſtronger ; which having done , I ex- 
tract the flores with ſpirir of wine, and 
ſeparace the remaining feces and dellil 
off the ſpiric of wine per B, AL, Until a 
dry powder is lefc. And 
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And theſe are . my prepared flores} 
which I adminiſter ro my brethren”, and 
other fick perſons addrefling themſelves 
unto mee , Whoſe ſouls I adminiſter ſp1- 
ritual comfort unto by virtue of my office; 
and whoſe bodyes | ſuccour by virtue of 
faith and confidence, Theſe flores purge 
oently , Without exceſle of Rooles , and 
have taken away manyTertians and Quar- 
fanes, and conſumed other diſeaſes; But I 
have decreed by the help of God and the 
blefled Virgin Mary , to compoſe a me- 
mozable Teltament and leave behind me, 
in my old age, a catalogue of all ſuch 
cures as I have happily perfe&ed , thar 1 
my openly aſcribe thanks due to God; 
and my ſucceſſours may knov my hearty 
good will, and rogether with me, admire 
and acknowledge thoſe wonders of God, 
which he hath hid in nature , and which 
by my labour I have extraRed: Tis worth 
the readers knowledge , to underſtand, 
concerning the ſublimation of Antimony 
2nd its flores, that as to irs condition, 1t 
isnot unliketo that warer which flowes 
down from the moſt high TowringV. oun- 


tains ; Thus therefore may aman judge 


of the difference of water ; ſome break

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were there far higher mountains , yet 
would rhe warer climb up thirher, (for in 
truth there are plentiful. fountaines in the 
rops of the ſtarelieſt hils) otherſome ly 
hidden in the bowels of the earth, and by 
tedious and hard digging are found our, 
Now as to their difference 1 ſay, that the 
Marrix of rhe terreſtrial warer 1s, in many 
places, more potently furniſhed with the 
rich treaſures of water, then in others, he- 
cauſe all the Elements have a proper and 
own Matrix of begerring eatily, or more 
difficultly, by the force and virtue of the 
ſtars , from which rhe elements them- 
ſelves are generated and Procreated, Now 
if that Matrix be ſtrong inthe Earrh , ir 
potently caſts forth 1ts ſeed by a ſtrong 
expulſion,even unto.rhe higheſt of the Eu- 
ropean Alpes , or the top >of the Babilo- 
nan Tower: They that are nor. very wiſe, 
hearing me ſo to ſpeak will lay madneſſe 
ro my charge, or cry out that 1am drun- 
ken with new wine , even as the ]ewes 
dealt with the Apoſtles in the feaſt of 
Penrecoft.

thereby C1fngutſhable from poyſon. 
Wee poor, wretched, miſerable men, 
being after death (which for our 1niqui- 
ties we have deſerved) buried in the 
earth, arc ſeaſoned with ſalt unul we pu- 
rify, and ar length are raiſed up by the 
hewenly fires hear, are clarified and Iif- 
ted up to a celeſtial ſublimation and exal- 
tation , where being purged from all rhe 
impure-dregs,and feces of fin, we become 
the ſons ofGod and heyres of erernal life, 
which our merciful (od grant unto us. 
Bur 1hope that none will reprove me, 
becauſe of my comparing things corpo- 
real , with things ſpiritual , and heaven- 
ly ſablimarion with the earthly in 
this my example, For I have not done 1t 
(cauſeleſly , underſtanding by mine own 
experience hat is white,or what i5 black, 
wherher 
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whether it be a cloudy or clear heaven; 
Ile therefore paſle to anothet preparation 
of Antimony. | 
Tis expedient that my Arr-deſfiring 
diſciple doe underſtand , and remembet 
by my Philoſopticall reaching , thar the 
extractions of Antimony and of all other 
things doe differ exceedingly among 
themſelves in their operations, Which dit- 
ference 1s not either 1n the matter , nor 
known from the matrer , out of which it 
1s extracted , bur depends upon the pre- 
Paration , and addition , whereby the 
whole virtue 15 extracted , experience 
being witnefle. And this I all illuttrate 
and conhrme by an example, thus; what- 
ſoever 1s extracted either from Antimony 
or from other things by the ſpirit of wine, 
obtains an operation far different from 
that which 1s extrated with ſtrong vine- 
ger. The chief cauſe whereof I have al- 
ready mentioned, for all extra&ions with 
ſp1rif of wine doe provoke to loole molt 
powerfully, whether they be made of An- 
timony or other purging things,as hearbs, 
roots, ſeeds, and the like. (1 ſpeak as to 
the firſt extraction) Contrarywiſe what- 
ſoever 1s extracted with vineger doth not 
provoke to ſiege, as doth rhe other , - 
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rather conſtipates and binds by a ſingular 
medium. Whereby the volatile is made 
fixed. 

This ſecret or Arcanum ought very care- 
fully tobe lookt unto, bur a very few doe 
conlider it; for many things ly hid and 
profoundly ſhur up in this myſtery,which 
many maſters, and ſervants, yea 2nd many 
knowledge-prerending Sophifters have 
not ſeen unto this day- 

The extraftion of Antimony 1s per- 
formed tivo ſeveral wayes, to Wit, With 
vineger and ſpirit of wine , the vineger 
doth condente, bur the ſpirit of wine doth 
of ir ſelf provoke urine and ſtege,as I have 
frequently mentioned , and eſpecially in 
my twelve keyes , that the extraction of 
the glaſſe of Antimony 15 a gentle Purge, 
bur the extration of Antimony with 
vineger, dorh not purge at all , which is 
moſt certainely rrue , which experiment 
is 2 cauſe of mae marure conſideration 
and further-reaching thoughts, by which 
conſiderations nature gives & producerh 
a true Philoſopher. 7 nd it 15 altogether 
miraculous , that thoſe things which at 
firſt. have bin extracted wich ſpirit of wine 
ſhould retain a purging quality , when 


25, on the contrary, if the glaſle of Anti- 


mony 
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mony be art firſt extraked with vineger, 
and the vineser beeing ſeparared it be 
againe extracted with ſpirit of wine, 
there's no ſuch poyſonous and purging 
faculry then left , bur ris totally raken 
away , and not a footitep thereof, re- 
maining , ſo as to cauſe fiege, yer 1t can 
operate by ſweat, and other wayes; eſpe. 
cully by {pitle in1 vomur, 1c can performe 
its office, and ſecks about , if it can find 
out any thing unhitting , Ir purgerh the 
bloud, heales the Peripneumona, 15 prof 
table for the Aſthmarick, and conduceth 
to other diſeaſes ; Ir allayes any violent 
cougin of What ſort ſocver , and it 1s adi- 
vine remedy: 

And this extra&tion 1s perfeRed by 
common vinezger. There 1s alſo another 
extraction v1z. 

Take powdered Antimony : Poure 
thereupon deftil'd vineger , not common 
vineger, bur that which is extra&ed from 
its own mineral , cloſe it up well, and 
place 1t at the hear of rhe Sun, ard ſon 
time the vineger will become as red as 
blood, ſeparate this extration, and filtre 
1t, deft] it in ſand by an Alembick , and 
in 1ts drawing over it will repreſent 
wonderful colours moſt deleRable to the 
fiehr, 
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fight > This oyle at length comes to be 
bloud-1ike, and leaves many Feces, and 
may be profitably uſed in moſt Diſea- 
es. 

For in the Leprokie 1ts Glory appeares, 
and. 1ts, virtue becomes manifelt , the 
French Pox lately brought into our coun- 
trey is conſumed and dryed up thereby , 
and ir operates ſeverall other miraculous 
things, if chat the PhyGtian hath regazd 
co its right uſe, and obſerves a true Pre- 
paration ; let him diligently conſulr 
with Experience, and remember without 
forgetfulneſle. 

Antimony gs alſo prepared after this 
enſuing mani 

Take of Antfmony and red Tartar of 
each equall parts,, grind them exceeding 
well rogether, and burn them in. a pot 
well luted ,;( leaſt the Spirits exhale)

extraction may be uſed, bur very ſparing- 
ly, and with very great diſcretion, 
wherein 1s to be obſerved a notable mi- 
racle, v!z, That the Spirit of Wine 
once abſtraed will not be unired to the 
Red extra&tion any more from whence it 
was ſeparated,but ſwims on the top there- 
of, as Oyle ſwims on the ſurface of wa-: 
rer. Bur if this Spirit of V Vane be again 
poured upon new Liver, it extracts as a- 
fore ; bur this;ſecond 1 xtraQtion poured 
onthe former, will not at any rate com- 
mix, Which really 1s greatly tobe admi- 
red ar, but who can de-lare all the great 
wonders of (:od, or obſerve thoſe gifts 
which the Creatour hath implanted in his 
Creatures, moſt profoundly ro be conſi- 
dered, | 

I have a little before mentioned an 
Extra&ion of Antimeny with Vinegar 
and Spirit of V'Vine ; now if the Vine- 
gar be ſeparated from that Extra&ion by 

B.M. and the powder remaining be pur 
in a moilt place, it will reſolve intoa. 
wound-Liquor or yellow Oyle,which in 

new wounds a&ts wonders ineffable , 

and in like manner 1n old, it _—

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1nd abſolutely prevents any Symptomes 
f;om taking root,and relilts putrefaQion, 

The other or ſecond extra&ion out of 
this powder before 1ts ſolution with Spi- 
rit of Wine, doth alſo ſhe its effeR, and 
in inward diſeaſes gives place to no other 
remedy. - 

I havein my precedent writings moſt 
f:equently propounded the way of its 
preparation, and inthis Antimoniall ad 
monition, abundantly repeated it, be- 
cauſe I know how much utility and how 
oreat ſecrers ly hid therein, and there- 
fore hope that thoſe 'Reperitions in my 
Writings will not be tedious or erouble- 
ſome to the Learner; for what I write , 
1snot cauſeleſly written ; But my ſpea- 
kings are ſhorr, and containe a large ex- 
rent within them ; and albeit they are 
mnifold and frequently rementioned, yer 
are they moſt obſcure to ſuch as are un- 
experienced and unprofitable to children 
and Infants, and molt beneficiall ro the 
Diſciple of Art only. 

There's alſo gotten another FxtraQi- 
on by a Cauſtick water , and tis thus : 
Grind equall parts of Vitrioll and com- 
mon Salt together, and diſtill from rhem 
a water Per Latwa,or retortwile : _— 
an 
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and urze rhe fire, and fo ſhall you e&- 
tract a Liquor hike unto melted Butter 0: 
Oyle, which keep for 1ts Proper uſe. 
Powder the Capnt mortunum , and dif- 
ſolve it in a Cellar into water which g2- 
rher apatr, and filter through Paper: 
Then take Hungarian Antimony moft 


finely ground or powdered, put it intoa | 


broad botromed Glafle, and pour upon t 
that water , ſet it at a gentle warmth, 
where if you let 1t abide 1ts ſeaſon, n 
will at the beginning reſemble the vi- 
olet colour of the - methylſt ; which 
when tis brought ro this Paſfle , aug- 
ment the fire, and thou ſhake have the 
colowrof a Tranſparent Saphyr, and from 
tents Saphyrick colour will precipitate a 
white powder by the help of conmon 
waiter poured thereon , which inwardly 
taken, operates by {toole and Vomir like 
as the Extragion of Crude Vitrioll 
doth. 

The ſolution in rhe Cellar which was 
extrodted from the Caprt mmrtnum, doth 
rruly tranſmure the thin leaves of Aars, 
if boyled therein, into Copper,, Experi- 
ence being witneſſe: now hearken ro me, 
and conſider ſomewhar further. 
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Pour the Oyle, or the aforeſaid water 
ſpoken of 1n the procefle, upon Crocus 
Martis, being tir reve:berated with 
Sulphur ro a Recncſle, place 1tin ſome 
heat, and extract rhe bloud red 1inkure 
of A7ers, tiien rake of this t xtraction one 
part, of the red Exrrattion of Antimony 
buinr with Salr Petre, and prepared with 


ſpirit of wine three parts, of the \yater of 


Mercury made apart by inje&tion into an 
hollow pipe,one Part ; of the Calx of the 


<un ciflolved jn thts Cauſtick water, 


halfe a part, mix them, an by effuſion , 
out of one Veſſel into another , purge 
them , then forth'vith abſtra& them by 
aſhes in a fire meanly ſtrong, bur the 
whole will not come over, for there wall 
reide in the bortom a fairgred, fixe ſolutt- 
on very pioticahle for old Ulcers. The 
remaining Caput Alortuum begets by re- 
ſolution 1n a dark Place fo ſharp a Liquor 
that ſcarce any eAqua fortis can com- 
pate with it in acrimony or ſharpneſs,but 
of this cnough. 

Out of Antimony may alſo be PrePa- 
red a white Power thus. 

Take of Hungarian Anrtimony and Salt 
Petre thrice depurated and ground to- 
gether, equall parts, burn them in a new 

l pt 
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pot wherein hath been” no greaſe, in a fire 
of circulation, you mult not caſt in all a 
once, bur by little and Jicrle, and apart, 
which the ancient Spagyritts call by the 
name of puſhing { for ris neceflary that 
the Students in Art be acquainred with 
their tirange Fermes, which as to couns 
try Language 1s unknown ) that puffa- 
tion or injection being accomplihed, 
powder that hard remaining matter un 
the pot, put it intoa veſlell of Glafle, 
and pour rhereunto common Water wat- 
med, and when the matter ſhall have 
ſerled, ſeparare it, and pour on more, 
watch do ſometimes, that the Salt Petre 
m2y be extracied ; dry and poyvder the 
matter, and mix 1t again with an equall 
part. of Salt petre, Proceed as before, 
and do thus three rimes, then grind the 
matter which remaines, and pour ther& 
unto the belt ſpirit of Wine, and circu- 
late ic for 2 month in Cucurbit or Circu- 
Iitory well ſhur, then burn on it new 
ſ»irir of Wine, nine or ten times, which 
labour being done ; dry thepowder fet-i 
ſurely, and in a melting Crucible, let it. 
be well heated red hot, for an whole dey 
2t the fire. 

Our of this povder, being reſolved in 
a moili 
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a molt place , either upon a Table of 
Glaſs, or Stone, or in the Whires of 
Eggs, is made a Liquor, Which by the 
heat may be again dryed into a powder ; 
Venily this po-vder operates miny very 
gallant things , ſcarce credible wichout 
Experience. Ir workes not of a ſudden , 
bur by little and lirele, and rime mult be 
oranred for the produRion and diſcovery 
of its force and virtue. 

Ler any one who 1s afflicted with an 
invard Apcſteme , rake conſtantly of 
this powder, five or fix times every day, 
in ſpirit of Wine, or meere Wine, fif- 
teen graines It a time , and he ſhall be 
healed, and the bloud ſhall by I:ttle and 
lctle be ezeRed, and rhe Patient be come 
perfectly well. 

He that is afflicted with the French 
Diſeaſe within his body, ler him uſe this 
powder, and he {hall be radically cured, 
It produceth new Haire , purgeth the 
bloud, and doth many other good things 
which we omit for brevities ſake, For 
| cannot expound every thing with that 
plainneſſe, and ſo perſpicuouſly, as that 
every one ſhould become a great Thyli- 
nan, by the bare reading of my Writings, 
without any paines or labour, no, ler 
I 2 chem 
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them endure the burden, ( as 1s reaſcn:- 
ble) ana ler hum know that the country 
man thar chreſherh and workerh on the 
Co-ne will ear the belt bread. 

Bur now I proceed roo much into the 
open Fiel-!, in which the ancient Fow- 
lers catch rheir Larks, whom the youn- 
ger will ſpeedily follow with their. Nets, 
for my (tile ( az all my Writings wit- 
neſs ) hath a peculiar merhod, even as 
o:her Philoſophers have likewiſe done 
before me ; But nov that my Philo%- 
phy 15 changed by the proceſſe therein 
immixe1, let not any Reader wonder at

words to be made uſe of thereabours. 

A Balſon may alſo be prepared out of 
Antimony ( not crude, bur out of its Re- 
gulus,) profitable for yery many diſeaſes, 
from 
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fom which the Mercury of Antimony 
may be vivified, v1z. 

Take of Hungarian Antimony , and 
crude Tartar , of each equ?ll parts, 
Sale Petre halfe a part; grinde them 
and flux them in a wind Furnace , poure 
them forrh into a Cone, and ler rhem 
coole ; Let che Regulus thus made be in 
like ſo-t purtned in the fire by Tartar, 
and Salt Petre,three or faur times, and fo 
It will become white like ro filver (that 
hath paſſed the fulminarion ) and the Fx- 
amen of 1 exd, Grind this Regulus , 
pour unto it (in a Glafſe ) the Oyl of !u- 
niper or Spirit of Turpentine , ( which 
aſcends firſt in diftillation, and 1s clear 
like ro Water ) ſhur your Glifſe well, 
place it in B,M. at a moderate hear, and 
that Spirit or Oyl will gro'v red in the 
manner of Blouq, pour it off, and recti- 
fie it with Spirit of Wine. Tr hath the 
ſame Virrues as the Palſom of - Sulphur 
hath, as 1 ſhall adviſe thee when I come 
to ſpeak of Sulphur; for the preparation 
of both is in a manner alike : Three 
drops of this Balſome raken 1n warme 
Wine only thrice in a week, heales the 
Pifexſes of the Lungs, the Aftmah , 
Pryfick, Pleuritick, and ſuch as are af- 
There 
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There are alſo made of Antimony 
ſeverall Oyles, ſome by themſelves, o- 
thers by addition, and have nor the ſame 


Virtues, but diverſe from each orher,1c- 


cording to the manner of the preparation; 
I wil ſpeak a parable unto thee, many li. 
ving. Creatures live only in the Earth, 
as Wormes, Serpents, and other kinds, 
and ſomerimes new ſorts are generated 
by corruption, formerly unknown. O- 
thers live in the water, as Fithes ; O- 
thers in the Ayre, as Birds ; others in 
the fire, as the Salammnder, and there 
are found in the hot Iſlands and burning 
Countryes , other wonderfull Creatures, 
of which we are 1gnorant, who conſerve 
cheir Life by the ſolary hear, and pre- 
ſently dye at being brought into ano- 
ther ayre. 

So Antimony prepared with a watry 
addition, operates otherwiſe then if pre- 
pared with a fiery one ; and alchough e- 
very preparation thereof be done with 
fire, ax ame which irs virtue 1s not 
dereged, or opened; yet note and 
conſider that an Earthy addition workes 
divers from a watry one; and fo ſuitably, 
if Antimony be by the fire elevated Per 
ſe into the aire, and furcher prepared, it 

| obtains 
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obtains a ſeverall virtue, according to its 
ſeverall preparations. 

The cheiteſt Oyl and Fulphur of An- 
timony is thus made, without any addit- 
on of qQughr elſe, 

Take Lingarian Antimony , beate it 
oroſly, put ir into a glaſſe cucurbir, with 
a plain bottome, pour thereto the true 
Vinegar of the Philoſophers, viz. The 
Vinegar with its own Salt, Lure up the 
Glafſe , Putrehe it in Horſe Dung, or in 
B. M. for forty dayes, and the body be- 
comes again opened , and 15 made more 
black then Ink, which is a figne of a per- 
fect ſolution. 

Pur this black maiter into an Alem- 
beck, and abſtra& the vinegar with a gen- 
tle Fire, and an unſhapen matter will re- 


main in the bottome, which grind , and 


waſh with diltilled Raine water, even 
ro a ſveetneſle, dry it, place it in a cir- 
culatory v\ith a long neck , ( which muſt 
have three bellies, as if three Spheres 
were diſtintly counited , after that 
manner as ſublimarories are with their 
Alludels or heads, and having along 
neck like a Violl or bolt head ) leave 
itin a moderate Heate for two months, 


with Spirit of Wine , re&ified to the 
I 4 higheſt 
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higheſt degree ſo thit it may ſwim 0+, 
over it three fingers breadth; and ler it be, 
well lured ; The Spirir will be ringed 
with a pellucid rednefle in the manner 
a kubie , pour ic off, filtre it, and ſe- 
parate rhe black earth, as unprofitable io; 
tis thing, di{ftill the Spiric of Winein1 
Glaſle Alembick well lured by Cand,wich 
a gentle fire, and twill-bring over with 
it the TinSure of Antimony , tne Ele- 
ments will ſeparate themſelves, and 
thou ſhalr ſee thy Alemb'cik1o be ſo won« 
derfull , as1f it were made of rhe pu- 
ret Gold , and at the bottone a very 
f2w Feces will reſide , and the golden 
colour of the Glafſe will vaniſh. Pour 
che diſtilled matrer 1mo a-<irculatory , 
and leave ir fo for ten dayes, and th? 
Oyl of Antimony wil grow weighty, and 
ſeverate from the Spirit of VV ine, and 
deſcend unto the bottome, and the Spi- 
rit of Wine will return to its firft clarity 
and brightnefle , and ſim on the top of 
tae Oyle : ſeparate it with a ſeparating 
Glaſſe. 3 his1s a moſt ſiveet Oyle,vith- 
Out any corrohveneſle , whoſe virtues 
cannot 'be credited by any one, and 
rherefore I call the Sulphur of Antimo- 
ny, the Balſome of life; for it hath much 
| profited 
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profited by the help of God, even there 
vhere all hope hath failed , and cerrrin 
Deach ſuppoſed to be at hand, as my 
Brethren can ſufficiently teſtifie, Tr re- 
novates a man, purgeth the Bloud, 
mixt \vith the Tin&ture ot Corals, cures 
the Lep:ofe , heales ſcabs proceeding 
ffon impure bloud, ex>els Melm-hnl- 
ly and ſadnefle, © or:oborates the hat 


and members , eſyecially 1f 1t be raken 


with . Magiſtry of . Margarits ; In the 
Lipothynua it 1s the top-Remedy, for 
being maixt with the Oyle of Cinzmone, 
each cquall weizhr, and {3x drops thereof 
pur upon the 7 on2ne ( the No'trills and 
Arrerics, being anotnred with the Ef- 
ſence. of S1ff;on ) preſently brings a min 
ro numſelt. . 

Bur g00J God, why do ſpeaxe or 
wire, I ſuppoſe that I hill meer with 
moſt f2vv that will credit this Teſtament 
which I lerwe unto my diſciples: yer fone 
few vill be found , whohcknowledging 
theſe wonders,and acquainted by Expert- 
ence with them, will more circumſpet- 
ly confider them , and give me honou- 
rable thanks ivhen I lye rotting in my 
Tonb,b-cauſe I have by the gifr of God, 
ſer free from priſon that Virtue which ts 

uniced 
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united to the Creature, and made it 0- 
perative, 

Another way of bringing A ntimouny 0- 
ver the Helme, without any addition, is 
this : Make Regulus of Antimony, Tar- 
tar, and Salt nicre,as I have afore ſpoken, 
powder thar Regulus, pur 1t into a great 
round glaſle, in a gentle fire in Sand, and 


the +ntimony will. ſublime ; but every | 


day bruſh down with a feather, whatſoe- 
ver is ſublimed, into the botrome of 
che glafle, and thus-do until it will ſub- 
lime no more, but a fixt precipitate Re- 
oulus remiaines in the bottome - but know 
that this work will require time exe the 
work appear ; grind this precipitate, and 
leave it in a Cellar upon a poliſht fone, 
for halfe a yeare, and then twill be reſol- 
ved into a red Liquor, an1 ſame Feces 
will remain, for the Salt of Antimony 
will only melt, filtre this Liguor , and

It hath frequently deſerved praiſe in 
quarrane Feavers and orhers ; it breakes 
the Stone of the Bladder , Provokes |.- 
ne, cleanſeth filrhy Serpentine or cree- 
ping L:Icers, ( which have their Opera- 
tion fron Mars ) being outwardly ap- 
plyed. Is purgeth the bloud like to the 
Salt of Gold, and may be uſed in many 
other Diſeaſes, bur ir ts nor ſo perfeR as 
the red Oyl of Antimony 15, whoſe Syl- 
phur hath been ſeparated, purged, and 
broughr to rhe highelt degree. 

. The Sulphur'ard the Salt of Antimony 
having beene deſcribed , together with 
their Preparation and medicinall uſe, I 
will paſſe to the deſcription of its Aer 
cury , and its medicimll virtue. 

! ake therefore the Regulus of Anti- 
mony eight parts, the Salr of mans urin, 
clarified, and ſublimed ; falr ——

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and ſalt of Tartar, of each one patt, 
mix the Salrs, and thereto poure [trons 
vinegar, Lute it with the Lure of Wik 
dome, and digelt the ſalts for a month in 
a continuall hear, rhen dittill off the Vi- 
negar by Aſhes untill the Salts remaine 
dry, Which being done, mix with them 
three partsof Venetian Earth, urge them

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Take ({ with the ,help of God ) one 
part of rhis Mercury, prefle it througn a 
kin of Leather, Poure thereunto four 
parts of the red Uyle of Vitriol, reAuti- 
ed to the ſupreameit height , abttraR rhe 
Oyle, and thc ſpicirs of the Oyle vill re- 
main with rhe Mercury, urge the fre , 
and fomewhar will ſublime, throw back 
the ſiblimate vpon the Earth remaining 
in che bortome, and pour again thereup- 
on as much new Oyle, ſublime 1t. as for- 
merly, and iterate ir three times : The 
fourth time caſt back your ſublimate a- 
gain upon its own Earth, grind 1t roge- 
ther, and it will be pure like Chryltall , 
pur it in a Circulatory, and Pour rhere- 
on as much Oyle of Vitriol, and thrice 
the quantity of the ſpirit of Wine, circu- 
late it even to ſeparation, and fo the 
Mercury reſolved into Oyle will ſwim at 
the rop in the manner of Oyle Olive ; 
ſeparate this Oyle , and put It into ano- 
ther Circulatory Glafſe, and Pour there- 
unto ſharp diſtilled Vinegar , and by 
this meanes the Oyle will recover 1ts 
weight within ewenty dayes, or there- 
abouts , and will ſettle to the bottome, 
and whatſoever is poyſonous remaines 1n 
the vinegar, the which will be cloudy 
| and 
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and blackiſh, and this is a miracle con- 
trary to Nature , thar an Oyle at firſt 
ſvimming , ſhould in the end ſettle to 

' the borcome : Bur nore, that even the Oyl 
of Vitriol is heavy, and therefore beares 
up rhe Mercury, which in 1ts ſepara- 
tion is nor as yer alrogether Pure ; bur 
when that light impurity is received by 
the Vinegar, chen dorh the Oyle recover 
its 0Yn weight, and being made compa& 
g0Cs to the botrome, and this is the oyle 

of the Mercury of Antimony, Azd is the 

fourth Pillar of all Remedies. Now where 
ever thou art who beeit Leprous, I will 

Procure for thee a meanes of health ; 
This Oyle heales the Apoplexy, com- 

forts the Brain and Reaſon, excires the 

vitall ſpirits of rhe Braine ; and Whoſoe- 

2r {hall uſe this oyle daily, for ſome 
time, and 1s affiifted with any Diſtem- 
per, he ſhall looſe both his Natles and 

Haire, and becone young again: rhe 

Bloud 1s thereby purged, and every E-

Many Country people indeed, ſay that Ia; 


the Fiſhes dy in the water by reafoq of 
cold, bur whoever athrm it, ipeak igno- 
rantly and indiſcreetly, and what cannot 
beproved, for if in the Winter Seaſon, 
when the Superficies of the Warer is 
mighrily coneealed and frozen, there be 
liccle holes made by breaking rhe Ice, 
nor a Fiſh will periſh by re:ſon of the 
cold , but if the Ice of Ponds or other 
wiers be not broken, the Fiſh will cer- 
tainly dye, not becauſe of the Fiigidity, 
bur the want of the aire v hich cannor pc- 
ne:rate through all the Ice; For tis 
clearly evident, that no living Creature 
can live without the uſe of Ayre ; whence 
cis, that the Fiſhes are choaked under the 
Ice, and are not Kill'd with cold ; I ap-

loſophers fone ; imagining it ſoover-ha- 
Rily, becauſe Narure hath freely formed 
this ſtar of its own accord, bur I deny it : 
( Theſe men leave the Kings high way 3 
and do journey through unf:equented 
rocky places where the wild goats do live 
and the birds of prey do build their neſts) 
Tis nor given to this ſtar to be the mat- 
ter of ſo noble a ſtone though rhe cheifeſt 
of Medicines lye therein.Ir is thus made- 

Take of lngarian Antimony two parts , 
fileings of Strele one part, burnt Tartar 


four parts, melt them together and pour 
L 3 them 
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them out into a Goldſmiths Crucible, 
iwhereinthey are wont to purge Gold 
Let it coole, ſeparate th2 Regulus from 
the Scoria and Faces, grind it or beat it, 
and again add of burnr Tarcar three times 
Its weight, and melt 1t as afore, ſepara, 
orind it, and again add thrice 1ts weight 
of burnr Tartar, melt it, and ſo the Re- 
gulus thal be purged ; 1f thou haft pro- 
ceeded aright ( which is here the maine 
thing ) thou ſhile hive a hire ſar thi- 
ning ; like ropure filver, and divided, as 
if the moſt accurate Painter had deſcri- 
bed it with its Radtj or Beames. This 
Star ſublimed with ſalr Armoniack;grows 
red, for the TinAure of A ars aſcends, 
this ſublimare may be reſolved ( in a 
ellarJinto an Oyl profitable forvounds, 
mk Regulus or Star may be ofren de- 
Rilled by the fire, with rhe Rony fer- 
pents, ſo that inthe enJ being totally 
conſumed, he aſſociates himſelfe to the 
ſerpent ; the which being finyhed , the 
Artiſt wil have a moſt burning matter , 
and alrogether fiery, wherein many artt- 
ficiall things lye hidden, and this matter 
is alſo reſolved into an Oyle,vhicn ought 
to be brought over by deſtillation , 2nd 
then refified untill it be pure and cleer : 
Irs uſe in the body, and to be adminiftre od 
invardly 
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mvaradly, 1s tnus. Mix no morc then. 
three diops only with ſome convenient 
Liquor, as two Ounces of Wine or ſome 
diltitled water, according to the Nature 


of theGiſeaſe, and fo give 1t, and but 


vice only 1n a Wweeke: its expecient 
therefore that the Phyl:u in reſpects rhe 
cauſes of Diſeaſes, and the compiextion 
of the fick, ttuat he may with ſafety uſe 
hs Remedyes. Bur rhis Oyle 1s of a 
moſt great Acrimony, waeretn lye many 
things, not fit to be revealed unto rhe 
common people , but 10be reſerved as 
ce.tain jecrets for Philoſophers , wio 
have daily ſuſtained moſt birter Labours. : 
Well then, waoever thou art that follon- 
clt my iteps, be not de;ected 1n fo Going, 
thou ihalc find :s I have found by my hard 
pains, Which I with unto thee withal wy 
heart. 

I have preſcribed unto rhee things e- 
nough even from rhe beginning, wh2re- 
by thou maylt finde the end , but many 
dye, who (as yet) have not attained 
the beginning, and periſh before the ov- 
taining of the magiltry , I will on that 
account leave behind a book of Rudt- 
ments or Principles, that my Diictples 
being acquainted with the fift expert- 

L 4 MCcnts , 
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ments, may the ſooner arrive to rhe wt- 
ſhed end, ani] give God and me thankes. 
In thi oyleis this wonderful thing ob- 
ſervable, rhar ir operates upon Chryſtals 
calcined for three dayes, and extracts 
their ſalt , which done, the oyle 1s yer 
once more to be diſtilled by a Retort, 
and ſo haſt thou a Remedy fo potent, thar 
it breaks and expels rhe tone of the blad- 
der, and perfects many other things, 
Now Concern the Philoſophers Lead, 
Ler the ſearcher into Arr, know, that 
Anrtimony 1s of kin to common Lead : 
Foreven as ſome trees expell and drives 
out from rhemſelves their roo much Ro- 
ſin ( which is rheir Sulphur ) ( as is 
ſeen in the Cherry tree, and other trees) 
ejecting and caſting out their Gumme ; 
but orherſome ( abounding with over 
much Mercury ) produce out of them- 
ſelves, other heterogeneous plants , as 
apfe-res In the Oake and Apple , which 
bring forth Baftards and Monſters', &c, 
Even forthe carch hth its abortives rhar 
ace rejected from the pure metals in the 
feparation. Nov ſeeing Antimony be- 
Ing of affinity to Sartre, is thrown out 
from him, by reaſon of his roo much 
Sulphur , neither ( in his Nativity ) 
| could 
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cold arrive to the perfe&ion of a fuſil 
body , he remained a Minerall, for 
his over abounding quantity of hot ſul- 
phur hatn overcome , and hindred rhe 
Mercury ( through rhe want and defes 


of cold ) from coagulation into a fulible 


body. 

Bur the Lead of Antimony 1s no other 
thing then its Regulus, which 1s nor as 
yet malleable,& as I hove ſaid, 1s produ- 
ced by the copvlaring and ftuſeing of Re- 
gulus and ſteel in the fire, whereby rhe 
{tar is made, out of which many have 
erroneouſly ſought for, the ſtone of rhe 
ancient Philoſophers, bur 1n vain : Bur 
as fo: the remedies , thence educible by 
preparation, I have already demonſtra- 
red, and will not repeat them, 

But on this account doth the Regulus 
admir of the name of Lead, becauſe rhat 
that which $::614m gives of 1t ſelfe from 
Its own elafle, if it be melted for rhree 
houres, ( being firſt cemented ) in a 
wind Furnace, in a Well ſhur Crucible 
with rhe ſalt of Saturze, and then taken 
out it becomes malleable, and more 
weighty then before , becauſe ir hath re- 
ceived malleability and increaſe from the 
falt, that ir is become a compa and 
ponderous 
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ponderous body. Nor 1s there much dif- , q;y4, 


ference beriwixt the Hgned far, and Led 
of Antimony, although many Araficers 
propale a difference , for both are made 
of Regulus, and may be prepared into 
the ſame Medicine as I have ſaid, and 
Here ['le ceaſe, and next to the follow- 
ins Appendix, manttelt rhe ſtcne of 
fire.

be uſeful for a more thorough ſearch into 
the condition of Nature, I therefore re- 
ſolved with my ſelf to ger me ſome Wings

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that ſo I night flye unro the ſuperiour 
ars, and make inſxeR ion therefmto, as 
(byche T eſtimony of the Poets ) Jearus 
and Dedalus hive done. Bur wl.en I ap- 
proched overneer to the Sen, my wings 
were burnt by his hear, and down I rum- 
ble headlong into the deepeſt ſea; Bur 
becauſe I called upon Gol 1n my neceſſi- 
ty; heſent meaid and help from Hea- 
ven, Whereby I was reedeemed from de- 
ſtruction and danger, For an Ancell from 
Heaven came unto my ſuccour who Com- 
2anded the water to ftand fill, and

Let the Holy Spit be affiltivg 1n this 
my determination , that I may rruely ex- 
plain this arr as far as 1s lawful, from 
whence, I hope for an eternal abſolution 
from My chief Confeflour, whoerernally 
ſits in the throne of grace, and that from 
eternity , and will bear vitnefle of all 
things, When the laſt ſentence and decre- 
rory Judcement ſhall paſſe upon all men, 
without proteſtarion or Appellation. 

In the firit place , 2nd above all orhcr 
thivgs kno'v that the true Tincture of An- 
t1mony,Waick 1s a medicine both for men 
and metals, is not to be made of crude 
melted Antimony , ſuch as the drugfters 
and the merchants ſeil, But out of its 
mineral or #s, as tis dig'd out of the 
Mountains, and that too, made into glaſs: 
Burt howv to performe thar extraRion 1s all 
the art, and workmanſhip; :nd whoſoever 
finds 1c ſhall be rhereby inriched with 
health and wealrh. Know alſo (friendly 
Keader) that the prepared, fixt, and per- 
manent Tincture of Antimony (walch I 
call the ftone of fire) 1s a Penetrating, 
ſpiritual, fiery eflence reduced into a coa- 
oulared matter, and may be compazed ro 
[20 
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the Salamander which cannot be burnt, 
bur is purged and conſerved in the fire, 
But our ſtone of fre doth not ting univer- 
Lally as the ſtone of the Philoſophers doth, 
which 1s made of the eflence cf Gold, nor 
hath 1c ſo much virtue granted 1t: Bur ir 
rtincureth particularly zz, Luna , Jupt- 
ter, and Sarurne into Gold ; Ir toucherh 
not Afars and Year, but onely as to what 
may by his ſeparation bein part produced 
from them. Alſo one part of this Tin- 
Qure can tranſmure bur five parts, ſo as to 
remain conſtant in the rrial, colour, and 
weight , In Saturn and Antimony it ſelf; 

when as contrarywiſe the true,antient,and 
oreat fone of the Philoſophers doth 
perfeX innumerably. Bur yer this can 

be yer exalred it its own augmentation, 

And its Gold 1s pure, and conſtant. 

The Mineral of the ſtone of fire or of 
the Tin&ure 1s the Mineral or cs of 
Siibrum our of Which(as I have afore men= 
tioned) it is made , but how 1t 1s done, 
and what virtues and operations are 
therein 1will preſently declare. 

Moreover the Reader may obſerve that 
many ſtones tinge particularly , (for all 
fixt tinging powders are by me called 
ones) bur yer one tingeth deeper then 
M another; 
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another; as firſt; 1 he ſtone of the Philoſo» 
phers which far tranſcends all others, 
Next which are the Tin&tures of rhe Sun, 
and of the Moon &c. As to the white. 
7 hen the Tin&ure of Virrzol or Venrs,and 
the TinKure of Mars, both which con- 
tein in them the TinAure of the Sw, 1f 
they have bin formerly brought unto fixa- 
tion; next to theſe follow the Tincture of 
Jupiter and Saturne for the Coagulation 
of eMerciry and then finally the Tin- 
ure of Mercury itſelf, this 15 the diffe- 
rence and multipliciry of Stones and Tin- 
&ures, which notwithſtanding are all ge- 
nerated our of one ſeed and one principal 
Matrix, from whence alſo flowes the true 
Univerſal one , and without rheſe no me- 
rallick Tin&ure can be given. 

And verily tis not 1n other things of 
what name ſoever; I value not ones an 
Gems as to my preſent purpoſe, for I will 


ſ>eak nor of ſuch now, fince that they con-. 


relne inthem a medicinal virtue onely; 
I will alſo omit animal and vegerable 
ſtones, as appartaining ro medicine ſolely, 
being unprofitable in merallick operati- 
ons; As the virtues of which Mineral ve- 
getable and animal ones , are conteined 
tn the Philoſophers one together, and at 
CNCEC, 
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once, Salts cannot ting , but are onely 4 
Key to the preparation of SFozes , othermiſes 
they are impotent of themſelves; (At teat, 
as to what belorgs te metallich and mizeral 
Salts) and now 1 ſpeak to the purpoſe if 
thou rightly nnderſtandS$t me, as to what dif- 
ference [ fon to be between mineral Salts) 
they onght nor tobe recited , (neither cax 
they) in Tiattlures, in whoſe compoſition 
none 6anbe wtthout them ; for in them is 
found an excellent treaſure by which every 
fixation aud conſtancy hath its original ard 
foundation, 

Some body will nov haply enquire 
(whoIdo nor ups this account reprehend)

can be made; I ſay, No. For every thing 
neceſſarily hath irs o:vn matter , bur dt- 
verſly. The animals, theirs ; The mine- 
rals, theirs, and vegetables their matrer: 
Yet conſider exactly , that no body with-

Rone. Alchough ar the beginning-a bodily 


form & corporeal eſſence, vitible & palp2-

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ble be taken, yet out of ſuch a bodily eſ« 
ſence the heavenly and ſp1ritual viſion 
{for I cannot otherwates call 1t ) ought to 
be extratted , which was at fic infuſed 
into that body by rhe Bars , and alſo be- 
gotten and concofted by rhe Elements, 
which ſpiritual eflence ought in like man- 
ner oadpihly and formally to be again 
chnged with a little fire by rhe regiment 
and diſpoſing of the Microcoſme into a 
Paſpable, fixt and conſtant matter, 1 ſpeak 
vithour any 1magination into an open- 
held, if I were wiſe IT ſhould not fo much 
as whiſper , and would refrain my hands 
from writing, Therefore all Tintures of 
metals ought ſo to be prepared, that they 
w ſingularly love the metals, and ear- 
1eltly and ſolely deſire ro be united to 
_ and to perfeQ them , ult like ro 
lovers who burning with love cannot reſt 
unril they are amted and accomplith 
rneir defires ; rhenar laſt , they reſt and 
are multiplyed by the will of God ; man 
lyes ſubje&t ro many and wonderful de- 
leaſes, which in ſome, doz debilicate and 
rake aivay the ſtrengrhof nature ; Thoſe 
diſeaſes may be dealc wirhall by anti- 
Otes ; and rhat man may be reſtored ro 


his former health, 
But 
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Bur fove it 1s, that overcomes all other 
diſeaſes,tor v hich 15no9 redreſs,or hctp but 
by a reciprocal love, and becauſe that the 
detire of both ſex 15 mutual, tis onely ex- 
tinouſhed by fattsfaction of the inflarzed 
and hungry longing ; mony things may be 
teltified of the power of love, which doih 
not onely ſeize upon the younger ſort, hur 
the elder alſo, whoin their extreame age, 
doe not onely doat , but even groiv md 
by the fury of love. There are other dt- 
ſeaſes which 1mitate or follow the naru- 
ral complexions of men, and ſo afſualt one 
more then another; Bur love ſets vpon a'l 
without diſtin&tion , rich and poor, old 
and young, , nor fears 1t any net that may 
be laid ro trap it ; In other natural diſea- 
ſes the grief poſlefleth onely ſome certain 
members, the others being Peacgable and 
quier; Fur love captivates the whole 
body , all its effence, forme, and ſub- 
ſtance, not rhe leaſt parr eſcapi ng; for the 
heart 1s fo filled with heat, that it 1s dt- 
fperſed through out all the veins and {1- 
news, £ nd (as I may ſo ſpeak) love retgn- 
ing in its power, ſetzeth upon rhe ſenie, 
reaſon , and thoughts, and withdraws a 
man from his mind, that he forgers,omits 
and diſ-eRems every thing; he contemnes 
M 3 God ;

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GoJ;Gods word, promiſes,wrath,threats 
and puniſhment (I ſpeak of inordinite 8 
forbidden love) nor can any thing recal 
him from that love , heis unmindful of 
his office ,, of his condition and vocation; 
he tramples upon admonitions, deſpiſerh 
the adhortations of his wellwiſhing 
neighbour , yea he ſhuts his eyes from 
molt rhings, that he ſees not his own de- 
frucion, topping his eares to the faith- 
ful adviſe of ſuch as do admoniſh him. 
Ic deprives many aone of fleep , takes 
away the appetite to food, procures 2 ne- 
glect of labour and arts, thar ſo love may 
be followed and wayted on. Many fall 
into a melancholy ſadneſs, becauſe of 
love, eſpecially if things do not preſently 
ſucceed according to deſire , and they 
conſume away like a candle , yea ſome 
looſe borh life and ſoul, as is apparent by 
examples.

ler this ſuſfice, for ris unſeemely for me 


who am an Eccleſiaſtical man, to give 
Place to ſuch things in my heart , even as 
(be not offended with che word) hitherto 
all my life time I have forborne ir , and 
Moreover Will ſupplicare my God and 
Loid 
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Lord that T may conſerve my ſelf for my 
bride (the Chritttan Church) ro which 
by a faithful vow I have devored my ſelf. 
But this I induce for examples ſake oneiy, 
chat ſo I night diſcover and evidence, 
that al Tinctures ought to have a love to 
the merals , ( elſe they cannot enter inro 
true friendſhip) and by a true Penetrative 
love attaine to Meltoration or a better 
condition. 

Ler us nov come to the Preparation of 
the ſtone reſerving its uſe ro the latter 
end; And fince this ſtone 1s of a moſt pe- 
netrative and meer fiery property, ler it 
be boiled with fire and ripened as other 
things of the world ; bur yer differently 
according to the different natures of 
things, even as there are divers fires. 

I. The firſt fire is celeſtial, inſtituted 
by God , whereby charity is kindled and 
faith rowards the moſt high God , moſt 
holy Trinity , and our moſt merciful Sa- 
viour Jeſus Chriſt, which faith will never 
deceive us, nor forſake us in any neceflity, 
bur will deliver our ſouls from eternal 
deſtruction, 

2. The ſecond fire is the Sun, or Ele- 
mentary fire produced from rhe Sun, 
which brings all chings in the Macro- 
M 4 coime 
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coſme to maturity, : 

3. The third 1s corporeal, whereby all 
mears and medicines are boiled and pre- 
pared, which men cannot want either for 
health or nouriſhment. 

We alio find in the Holy Scripture, 
rhat before the laſt judgment , God will 
conſume rhis viſible world with fire, bur 
what fire this will be, ler us refer it to 
the judgement of the molt high, 

There's alſo mention made 1n the word 
of God of another , or an ereraal hre, 
hich 1s reſerved in hell for the crer- 
nal puniſhment of the damned ; (being 
infinite and without ceafing , God per- 
rfting it; and nor onely for rhem,Hur for

new generation , and therefore let no 
man wonder at thts cotton, 

W hear grew and ripened by the ele- 
mentary tire of the Macrocoſme, and a 
new cotton and Maturation 15 again pro-= 
duced by the corporeal fire of the Mi- 
crocoſme, that ſo man may further uſe 
that bleſſing for his own conſervation,and

The true Oyle of Antimony our. of

and thar being abſtraQed , avgment the 
fire , and there wil come forth the moſt 
ſwcer, pelluc1d red oyle, with many mi- 
raculovs colours, rettiftie rhis oyle in B, 
chat a fourth part may remaine, and tis 
ov00d. Which being done, take of the 
quick mercury of Ancimony already ſpo- 
ken of, and pour thereto a red oyle of Vi- 
rriol made our of Iron, and ſupreamly 
reaified , dittl the phlegme in ſand. 
from the mercury, and thou ſhalt have a 
precipitate, a fairer then which cannot be 
ſeen, nor a more profitable in old wounds 
and ulcers,for it dryes up accidentall hu- 
mours,from whence martial diſeaſes have 
their Riſe, where (alſo ) the united ſpt- 
rit of the oyl affiits him, 

Take of rhis precipitate, and of the a- 
foreſaid dulcorated oyle of Antimony e- 
qual parrs, mix rhem , pur-them into a 
oliffe wel ſhue, ina gentle conrinvall 
hear, & the precipitate wilbe diflolved in 
the oyle and be fixx, conſume all the 
phlegme in the fire , and rhen ſhal you 
have a fix, dry,red,fuſfible powder , emit- 
ring no fume ; Ay diſciple, I wil now 
ſpeake in the manner of the Prophets , 
fo:erelling things ro come ; When thy

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{tudies have guided thee thus far in Ph1- 
Iofophy, and thou haſt perfected the La- 
bour of Antimony, which I have preſcr1- 
bed thee , thou haſt a medicine both for

My Go) ! I nov ſpeake with a ſadned 
mind,being an Eccleiiaſtical man, for I 
do not know whether I have done right 
or otherwiſe, whether roo Much or too 
licle : 1 leave it ro every ones judgment:

tt expels any poiſonous drink , t1s profi- 


table for ſuch as are infeSted by a plul- 
tre or love potion ; it comforts the head , 
the brain, and whar 1s of affinity to them, 
the Romack, tne Liver; 1t heales the 
Giicaſes of the Reines, 1t purgerh cor- 
ruDr 
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rupt bloud , expels maligne humours , 
leflens the ſtone of the bladder, and 
drives it forth, heales the windy Dyſ- 
ry, &'c. Ir brings back rhe virall ſpirits, 
compreſlerh che ſuffocarian of the Matrix, 
provokes the Menftrues, and allayes 
their overflowings, 1t begetrs fruitfulneſs, 
and ſound feed in both ſcxes, 

Outwardly. This fone of fire ( bur 
yet it mult be be alſo taken 1nto the body 
and 2 ſuitable wound plaſter externally 
applyed ) heales the Cangrene, and all 
other corroding diſeaſes, the fcab, and 
infirmities ariiing from the corruption of 
the bloud, and the Noel: me rangere : In a 
wvord,:this fone (as 1 particular Tin&ure) 
is a remedy, for :1moſt all rhe diſcaſes 
whereto man 1s ſubjze&, which expert- 
ence ſhowes , togerher with the way, if 
nly thou beeſt a rrue Phyſitian ſenr and 
called by Cod. 

I will write no more of Autimony , I 
have a&ed my part, let another alſo act 
his , that the myſteries of God may be 
layd open ( before rbe worlds end) to 
the glory of him, and for the health of 
men ; lle ho!d my peace, and returne to 
my monaſtick order, until I ſhal have 
mage larger progrefle in my ms" ,

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thar T may alfo write thoſe things which 
I have a long time decreed, v2, of Vi- 
trio , common ſulphur, ind the Magner, 
their heginnings and virtues,may it pleaſe 
the Prince of Heaven to below upon us 
health of body , and eternail welfare of 
our ſoules in the unſearchable joyes of his 
celeſtial delight, Amen.
